We have had the pleasure of having him the last 
hour as a guide here, and we have seen your 
beautiful campus, and particularly your exquisite 
chapel. He said, coming down on the bus, that 
this was the most beautiful chapel. I thought 
that might be quite an exaggeration and I 
theught ,ofcSt. «Chapel p bweal mmusthreonfiess ithat 
after uhaving vspent. achalfiithour sin’ itel tehank it 
must be one of the most beautiful in the world.

Secretary of the Commission; on Mr. Moore's 

left, Professor Marie-Andrée Bertrand of Montreal, 
and on Miss Bertrand's left, Mr. J. Peter Stein 
of Vancouver: 

At the table on the left, 

Mrs. Vivian Luscombe, my Secretary on the 


Commission. 
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We have been in Moncton 
all day and had a very interesting series of 
« hearings there. I.don't want to take up too 
much of our precious. time tonight by an 
extended statement of the background of our 
appointment. I daresay that you have some 
inkling, although we wouldn't be offended 
if you didn't; some inkling of what they are. 

But. Very. DrLelly,. we, were 
appointed at. the endof. May, last year by 
the federal government as an independent Com- 
mission of Inquiry under Part I of The Inquiries 
Act, and we are asked to inguire into and 
report on the extent and patterns of use of 
non-medical drug use in Canada, and the effects, 
that is, to report on the existing medical 
knowledge concerning the effects of these drugs, 
and to report on the causes of non-medical 
drug use; personal motivation and the larger 
significance of the relation to other, aspects 
of our society today. 

Finally, we are asked to 
make recommendations to the federal government 
as to what it can do alone or with other 
governments to reduce the dimensions of the 
problems involved in non-medical drug use. 

Now, we are asked to look 
into. psychotropic drugs and substances; 1n 
other words, mood-modifying drugs. We include 


alcohol in that, and for that matter, nicotize: 
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They form part, certainly, of the total drug 
perspective today. But we felt that we ought to 
give particular attention to the use of these 
drugs by young people and the use of drugs by 
adults as it relates to drug use by the young. 

We are asked to investigate non- 
medical use,, and that we take to be use which 
is indicated or is justified or generally accepted 
on medical grounds, A prescription is not the 
test of whether it is medical or non-medical use, 
obviously. We know that drugs obtained under 
prescrptiontion one way or the other may tend 
to be used for non-medical reasons, 

Now, we have some submissions 
scheduled tonight. Just a word about our way 
of proceeding.

We hope we can have a free discussion 
here tonight. Mt’s not, necessary,.to have a 
formal submission prepared for us. We are 5 | 


interested in the opinions of as many Canadians 
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5 
as possible on this question because it's not 
a purely technical question reserved for experts. 
It's a profound social issue involving very 
important moral judgments and it's one on which 
all Canadians have something important to 
contribute. I think it has to be settled by 
Canadians although we have our responsibility 
to try to frame the issues and to state our 
opinions as clearly as we can--our findings, 
I should say, as clearly as we can, 

We have benefited a great deal 
from our experience across the country and 
we hope that you will assist us with our views, 
Now, we are particularly interested in how 
you see this phenomenon, It is significance 
what is the cause of it, what are the under- 
lying reasons, how is it developing, what is 
the outlook for it; and what is to be our 
social response to it? How are we to react 
to it? What are our value judgments on it? It 
is this kind of opinion, this kind of thinking 
that we need from as many people as possible, 
You know, it is really an inquiry; it is 
a search for wisdom. So we look for assistance 
from those who are close to the experience, those 
who are dealing with it in one way or the other. 


Now, we have some briefs. 
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As I say, we will have some time for questions 
and comments from everyone present after the 
submission, after the conclusion of these 
briefs. 
I call now upon Mr. David 
(Moise) ,and Mr. Bob Kirby, and I believe, 
Mr. Adrian Groenenberg. That is the Dean, 
excuse me. I have just seen it a few moments 
ago and I don't know my lines too well. Mr. Moise 
and Mr. Kirby will make a submission on behalf 
efetherstudents,of Mount: Allison, »«Zpwidd let 
them indicate their representative. Is there 
a place for them to be seated? 
Oh yes, would you mind 
using one of the mikes, please? There is a 
Microphone in each isle here, if you wouldn't 


mind. 
THE PUBLIC: This 2S a 


petition that we circulated over the last 
couple of days at the suggestion of one of 
the members of one of the Commission. We 
decided to hang: on to it for another week or 
so; hopefully we will get some more signatures 
on it after this meeting, but IT would like to 
read it. At the present time we have about 
385 signattures of students and faculty and 
other members of the Sackville community. 

The petition reads: 

"We, the undersigned, want 
it to be known that the present laws dealing 


with marijuana are archaic, unduly harsh in 
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proportion to the 'crime' and in every sense 
in direct oppositiom to civil liberties and 
individual civil rights. Medical science 
has shown beyond reasonable doubt that the 
use of marijuana by itself does not contri- 
bute to anti-socialactivity,veithem an ‘the 
form of violent acts or dependence upon other 
members of..society. Every citizen of this 
country must be free to do what he pleases 
in the privacy of his own home, as long as 
his actions do not threaten the rights of 
other, individuals. The harassment and harsh, 
unnecessary punishments must be stopped. 

We wish to make it known 
that we will stand behind government legis- 
lation to legalize marijuana." 

That is all I would like 
to say about that. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
Excuse me, you said there were about 350 
students? 

THE PUBLIC: That would be 
383 signatures at the moment, and this is 
etudents»wfaculty and other members of the 
university. 

THE CHAIRMAN: How many 
students are there at Mount Allison?

THE CHAIRMAN: All right.

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

Submission from some students 
from the Sackville High School. 

Actually teachers from the,.Sackville High 
School, from Bradley Slamenwhite, Brian Smith, 
Mr. Thomas Crawford, and Miss Rebecca Could. If 
they would like to make their submission? 

THE PUBLIC: These are rather 
limited comments. I would like to make my 
comments to the marijuana issue. I haven't even 
attempted to collect. information to prepare a 
larger brief, which I hope to send to you in 
Ottawa in the future. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me, IL 
wonder -- normally we don't ask people coming 
up from the audience to identify themselves, 
but since this is a formal submission of which 
we have had notice, would you mind telling us 
who you are? 

THE PUBLIC: Bradley Slayen- 
white, I ama teacher. I learned last night 
that 1 had an opportunity to make comments at 
the hearing, so I will apologize in advance 
for the poor structure of my presentation. 
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10 
for the continuation of our present laws 
dealing with marijuana and its derivatives, 
and whereas the consequences of the laws are 
grievously harmful to the individual convicted 
under the laws,. to their friends, to their 
families, and a real threat to a cohesive 
community, and whereas the present law is 
not enforceable, and whereas there is much 
pressure on young people to experiment with 
chemicals, I strongly recommend the present 
federal government be urged to legalize with 
strict quality control, marijuana and its 
derivatives, 

There seems to be no scientific 
evidence that cannabis is physically harmful 
or physically addictive, As never before in 
our history, great numbers of young people are 
coming into contact with the judicial branch 
of government, This contact tends to be a most 
unpleasant experience, and in some instances 
the individuals are questioned without being 
fully aware of their legal rights, They are 
refusing to co-operate with the officers of 
the law, and most reluctant to give evidence 
to be used against friends, they felt they were 
doing them a favour. In many instances children 
are afraid to confide in parents for fear of 
embarassing them or being turned over to the Police 


and of punishment., 


The youth culture of today, peer 
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groups are extremely strong, This constant 
severity of the law which appears to serve no 
useful purpose for individuals, for society, 
almost certainly determines that many of those 
brought before the courts, both as witnesses 
and those charged under the law will either perjure 
themselves and/or be found in contempt: of court. 

I suggest that the psychological, 

social and emotional damage to the individuals 
cannot be justified under our present legal

structure, I suggest the judicial branch should 

be advised that the young people brought before it 
are extremely well informed. Via TV they have been 
exposed to the ideas of Dr. Leary; they have heard 
the law criticized: they are aware of cultures 
other than their own where the stress is not 

on materialism but on the development of the 

whole being. Some have read learned journals 
which claim marijuans is not a narcotic, not 
physically harmful or addictive, that there is 

no evidence to indicate the use of cannabis 

leads to the use of heroin or other hard drugs; 
they know through either personal experience or 
observation of their friends that marijuans does 
not bring about anti-social behavious, that it is 
not just used by drop-outs and escapists. They 
know it does not impair mental ability. They 

know that the studies in New York during the 1930’s 


and the British study in the 1890's produced no 


damming evidence 
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against cannabis. They are not easily taken in 
by prodigies, and any atkenpes i te.hids. truth 
encourages their attempt. 

When the attitude of the judical 
branch reflects ignorance of the above, not only 
is its competence in dealing with charges under the 
Narcotic Act questioned but its competence in other 
fields is suspect. This can only breed a widespread 
lack of confidence in our laws and in the men who 
enforce them. 

We can assume these young people 
will some day be parents and their views and 
values will have considerable influence on those 
ot their children. 

Society should bear in mind that 
history has made heroes of such men as Ghandi and 
Martin Luther King. They illustrated one way of 
changing an unpopular law was to break it. This 
lesson has not been completely lost by our youth 
who feel a certain justification in breaking the 
law which they interpret an unjust. The attempt 
to treat offenders is naive and to use répression 
as the courts in New Brunswick have chosen to do 
can only have harmful results for the individual 
and for society. Repression cannot stop the non- 
medical use of drugs. It will require the outlawing, 
not only of marijuana but certain mushrooms, several 
of our ornamental trees, cactus plants, to name 


but a few, plus a few new chemicals that appear 
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on the, streets each’ month. . To move in’ this 
direction means more laws, more police 
surveillance, and a corresponding lack of 
individual freedom, all contrary to a democratic 
tradition. It should also be remembered that 


repression is an open invitation to organized crime. 
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and yet retain a law which makes that experience 


i Not. only will we convert our nation 
2 into a police state, but provide organized crime. 
3 On November 26th, 1969, two judges in the New 

4 Brunswick Supreme Court stated in a document, 

5 "only time will tell if repression will solve 

6 the problem", 

7 Surely history has taught the utter 
8 futility of using repression to stamp out a 

9 practice that is widespread and popular. The 

10 repression of ancient Rome did not curb the growth 
11 of the early Christian Church, These same judges 
12 | criticized the media for carrying articles and 

13 stories which claimed marijuana was less harmful 
14 than alcohol, By implication they asking the 

15 media to print only that material which enforced 
16 present laws. 

17 I suggest such an attitude by 

18 members of the Supreme Court can only add 

19 to the contempt many people now feel for the 

20 Courts. If we are to continue our present 

21 practice of repression it is only just that 

22 the government attempt) to remove the pressure 

23 which encourages young people to experiment 

24) with marijuana, There seems a certain hypocricy 
in permitting the sale of millions of L.P.'s which 
~~ extol the virtue of the marijuana experience, 

a 


a criminal offence, The writings of Dr. Leary, 


Alan Ginsburgh, (Alan Lock) Mark Seigel and 


Dr. Unwin to mention but a few should be 
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restricted as their word can be interpreted 

as undermining the present law, The 

psychedelic advertising in clothing style 

which are so much in vogue today, help to 

create an atmosphere conducive to the 

acceptance of marijuana, should they not be 

curtailed. 

During the last three years, 

such magazines as Time, Life and McLeans 

have all carried stories which portrayed 

marijuana as a relatively harmless drug used 

by great numbers of respectable citizens, It 

seems to me there is something very sich about 

a society which allows business to gross 

millions on the sale of products closely 

related to the psychedelic experience and 

yet prohibits such experience, 

Now, IT am not really serious 

when I suggest the curtailment of the adult 

cultural influences which encourage the use 

of marijuana, for it would be quite impossible 

and very immoral to attempt. I am however 

suggesting that it is illogical and immoral 

not to bring the laws into harmony with these 

influences. The present laws give rise to 

social and personal damage, that cannot intelligently 

be justified. Because of the damage I strongly 

urge this Commission to recommend the 


legalization of marijuana and its derivatives.

that a particular law would command arrest 
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if violated then not only organized 

crime would be difficult, but the majority of the 
citizens most probably could obey that ito 

and would feel like obeying that law. 

SLAUENWHITE: Yes, I 
think that is a very sound argument.

of the drug was moderation? 

MR.SLAUENWHITE: The same 
with marijuana, in excess, could be dangerous, 
but then so could water, or any other substance 
taken in the body.

What would that mean 
to you in terms of quality? 

MR SLAUENWHITE: Well,

ami asking you’ is that» one’ of the questions that 
has not really been given a lot of attention 
for obvious reasons, is exactly what would be 
involved in the consumption rate of this 
drug, if it were available. What would one 
expect to find in terms of ele pattern of 


consumption that would take place?There is another 
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problem and that is that no one has really 
settled on.the quantity of the drug that 
would be a standard size, 

MR. SLAUENWHITE: There 
would also be a total of variables, I suppose 
the same as alcohol, a quart of whiskey is 


sufficient. 


THE CHAIRMAN: (Dr. Lehmann? 


DR. LEHMANN: Lf, may 
just follow right along with this argument, 
it is certainly very true many have told us 
that water in excess could be harmful, but on 
the other hand it is also true that 

alcohol and cigarettes are utterly 

harmless if taken in moderation. A glass of 
wine every day or two could not possibly 
harm anyone. So it does become important 
that drugs which lead to relaxation and 
euphoria have a tendency and that is well- 
known, to often be taken in excess.

most of my information comes from students at 
the junior and senior high school level, and 

I don't think I can give any enlightening 
information as to the reason why. There 

are multiple reasons why children and adults 

use psychedelic drugs, but I suspect the reasons 
are pretty much the same in. Sackville as they 
are in Vancouver or Toronto, and maybe we 

might look at McLuhan for some hint as to 

what is bringing this, about. I have been 


most concerned really about the damage that 
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has been done to the children brought before 
the Courts, and also to the declining respect 
that one notesamong students and adults, 
particularly young adults, for officers of the 
law, and I would include in that members 
of the judicial branch of government, and I 
think this is a very serious and a very real 
threat to our society. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Min. 
Slauenwhite, are you -- by implication you 
are concerned about the potential for harm 
of some of the other drugs and particular 
reference was made to other psychedelics. 
How does your concern for that harm express 
itself? What do you feel is the response 
to that? 

MR.SLAUENWHITE: I am 
not quite sure I understand your question. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, you 
expressed concern about the effective law, 
the administration of justice on the young, 
but you say you could not advocate the 
legalization of other drugs, because of the 
potential for harm. Am I right in 
assuming that? 

MR.SLAUENWHITE: Yes. 

THF CHAIRMAN: And what 
do you feel is the response to the problem 
presented by that potential for harm by the 


other drugs and more specifically which role do 
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you see for law? 

MR.SLAUENWHITE: I really 
believe that if marijuana is made legal, 
that the other hallucinogenic drugs will 
decline in popularity and will not present 
society with the problem -- a legal problem. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is 
your basis for that? is, thathe hunch? 

MR.SLAUENWHITE: Maybe 
and possibly not. We had a drug bust” here 
in the community some time ago, and a young 
man was given eighteen months on an LSD charge, 
and five years on a marijuana charge. 

The word among the 
students was if you are going to use drugs, 
let's use LSD and the more harmful drugs. 

As a social worker in Halifax spoke to us 

there was 
a few weeks ago, said that whenever/availability 
of marijuana in Halifax, there were fewer 
problems with LSD, there seemed to be a decline 
in consumption, but wee marijuana was 
scarce, they, turned to beher drugs. 

ee that many of 
them are very afraid of the harder drugs, but 
when they can't get marijuana, then they 
turn..to ‘them. I have no scientific’ data; 
it is just my impression from talking with 
the students. 


THF CHAIRMAN: Well, we 


have been told many times across the country 
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that some drug users-=no one can estimate 
the proportion--will seek a greater, richer 
or more potent experience, We were talking 
today in Moncton and it was said that one of 
the explanations of cause is the desire for 
experience. 

One tires of one experience 
or find it not vivid enough, and searches 


for another. This has been said repeatedly 


to us across the country and this is,a hypoth 


and there will always be a significant number 
who will pursue this search for greater exper 
It was expressed today in saying, well if you

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, the fear 


is not such that it keeps them away from it. 


under any conditions, We were told in Moncton 


it was ‘a drug of choice. We were told today 
it’ is’more prevelant than marijuana. 

MR, SLAUENWHITE: Well, it is 
due to the discrepancy in the law. You 
receive a much lighter sentence for using 


LSD than for marijuana.

Considering that a 
significantsgroup of psychological, sociological 
and psychiatric experts agree that cannabis 
is the least harmful of a group of 
substances known as drugs, and considering 
that the legal penalties for possession of and 
trafficking in this drug are unduly harsh 
adn-relation to those or the absence of 
those penalties for the use of more dangerous 
drugs, and considering the psychological 
and sociological upheavals within our society 
that are caused by the enforcement, ofwihe 
present laws, restricting cannabis and 
considering that in the province of New 
Brunswick, the emphasis lies upon the 
punishment of the individual offender, as a 
deterrent to others rather than his 


rehabilitation, and considering that punishment ‘1a 
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imprisonment causes considerable threat to the social 
psychological individual character of the 
individual, both prior and during his prison 
considering that continued repression of 
term. and / Cannabis would possibly lead 
to the use of more dangerous chemical substances 
which are constantly appearing on the market, 
I hereby recommend that the federal government 
be strongly urged to remove the present 
restrictions that falsely classify cannabis 
as a narcotic and it be made legally available 
to those members of the Canadian public 
who desire its use, with strict quality 
Control. replacing legal control, and that 
medical treatment be made available to the 
abuser of this drug, as a humane and rational 
alternative to the punitive measures that 
are currently being taken against him.

I use the term abuser and I 
realize there is probably a controversy of 
opinion as to exactly what the word might 
mean. Accordinglysinathed)sihial think 
abuse is thought of as meaning use of non- 
medical drugs. Abuse to law enforcement 
agencies I suppose could mean abuse of the 
laws as they now stand. ft. attemptedstousore 
of come up with a personal definition of 
abuse and I don't know really whether,you know, 
this definition would be satisfactory. I 
don't know whether you could come up with 
a definition which would suit all individuals. 

But I have jotted down here 
that perhaps abuse could mean, or it could be 
said that an individual abuses a drug if he 
nses it in such a way that.Lt is harmful .to 
his well-being as an individual and as a 


member of society. 


Beyond that, I have not 
thought and I think that possibly the question 
of abuse could be open to medical authorities 
and ‘possibly the question of abuse would have 
to be cleared up before any kind of a legal 


measure was taken by the government.

What are your own views as 
to what goes to the well-being as an individual 
of society and well-being to society? 

What do you understand by tha? 

MR, SMITH» I would say perhaps 
that his well-being as an individual and as 
a member of society means to me his ability to 
realize himself as an individual to the fullest 
possible extent and to relate to society in a 
positive way. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What would be your 
conception of harms to that well-being, either 
to realize himself as an individual, I think 
you said in the fullest possible way, and to 
relate to society in a positive way? 

MR. SMITH: To relate to society 
in a positive way. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What would be 
your conception of harms to chose two concepts of 
well-being or examples of harm? 

MR. SMITH: I think ‘there is a 
great danger of over=-simplifying the matter, I 
don't think it is a simple question you asked. 
I will «say something on that though, “I think that 
harm could vary with the individual and I can't 
cite any specific harms, that woudl threaten the 
individual's well-being as a user of cannabis. 
I think this is a matter of individual concern 
and’ I really don*t wish to make any kind of 


generalization, 
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28 
THE CHAIRMAN: Well, one of 
the things that has been mentioned, is a 
possible concept of harm to this definition 
of well-being to society. Well-being to 
society has been what has been referred to 
asa mot:ivational syndrome, a hypothesis that 
excesSive use of cannabis and possibly other 
drugs may develop a kind of, let's say, 
incapacity or indifference to acting in this 
Lie 
positive way,/difference to,-let's say, 
lassitude Or impotence. This is ; hypothesis. 
Supposing widespread use of 
cannabis could be shown to change one's 
attitude towards what we sometimes refer to 
as drive, towards work, towards God, towards the 
kind of social outlook that we call for now 

in society. Would you cali that a harm to the 
well-being of society as you define that well- 
being? 

MR. SMITH: Well, I would 
like to go back to the first statement that 
you made on this specific question. You spoke 
of excessive use of the drug and you said 
that excessive use of the drug has been 
thought of as a possible cause of lack of 
motivation, of perhaps introversion on the 
part of the individual. I can only cite 
one sort of piece of research on this, research 
done by Dr. Eric Goode, an American sociologist, 


who found jin experiments which he conducted 
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on marijuana as used by youth, that marijuana 
did not make for less social interraction 
among youth, that in fact it accompanied 
recreational activity . I think there is a 
very great danger in attributing to marijuana 
the ability to draw out of us dark, 
subterranian forces and I would care to stay 
clear Of that myth at this point. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Lehmann? 

DR. LEHMANN: There is 
another possible definition of abuse following 
along the lines that you suggested and that 
would be in one way the individual or social 
well-being might be interfered with through 
excessive use of a drug, but it could also 
happen that somebody has certain personality 
qualifications which render him more 
susceptible to a breakdown. And then 
taking a psychedelic drug, he might have a 
psychotic episode or depressive episode and 
this is well documented by now. There are 
dihinte ‘ut number of papers that have appeared 
recently where one of them, I think, twelve 
soldiers in Viet Nam under War conditions, 
who developed psychosis following marijuana 
smoking. It was well established that 
the psychosis were positivelyrelated to the 
marijuana, not to the war. 
There are also cases of 


students and other people who have certain 
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personality weaknesses who, when smoking 
marijuana, became psychotic. 

Now, the question then is, 
would it be necessary to establish first of 
all, that somebody who has personality 
SaSistiedettns walen would render him immune 
to the potential breakdown following marijuana, 
or would you say that is going too far? 

MR. SMITH: I don't think 
I would go that far, in fact I am not quite 
sure in my own mind, you know, how far I am 
Willing to think into this whole medical 
field, because I am obviously, you know, not 
expert in that field. 

But to go back to your 
original statement it has been found, and I 
support you, that the effects of the drug 
cannabis are less a function of the drug 
itself than of the individual concerned. 
However, I would add to the statistics that 
you quote, that I consider it quite possible 
that someone who has gone through th Ae er 
or through some of our educational institutions -- 
I didn't mean to be facetious. 

DR. LEHMANN: Well, be that 
as it may, he will then be more susceptibe ‘to 
breakdown and therefore it would be abuse if 
such a person would be allowed to smoke. 

MR. SMITH: Yes, this is 
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strongly about this. I call for some kind 
of medical treatment be made available to 
individuals who do abuse the drug, but.I also 
feel that this is a_far more rational 
approach than the current punitive measures 
that are being enforced today. 

DR. LEHMANN: Thank you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You speak of 
an ability to develop one's potential to 
the full. Do you have any assumption 
concerning the effect of drug use on the 
development of the personality of young people 
when taken in their formative years, as young 
as twelve, let us say, thirteen, fourteen? 

Have you formed any opinion 
of that, or do you just assume it having no 
effect on their development, on their 
personality development? 

MR.SMITH: -I don't make any 
real assumption on that matter. I would, 
though, perhaps say that none of the 
depersonalization which occurs under a drug 
like LSD seems to occur under the use of . 
cannabis, although we must make room for 
individual differences in this area. But 
I would not like to make any kind of assumption. 
: think that the whole question of drugs is 
too riddled with assumptions already on the 
effect that marijuana might have or the 


personality development. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: In other 
words, you don't really make any assumption 
as to the potential for harm of marijuana? 

MR. <SMITH si) No, 1 don tamake 


an assumption. 
MR, CHATRMAN: Your case rests 
entirely on the last point 


regardless of the potential for harm, the 
present legal treatment of it is wrong? 

MR. SMITH ¢ . Ves wel pe heink 
that is a fair estimate. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

I call now on Mr. Thomas 
Crawford. 

MR. CRAWFORD: Because of 
the short notice we have had, that you would 
be appearing and because of the emotional 
upheavel that I have been going through 
because of the recent drug bust here in 
Sackville, I have decided to save comments 
for a written brief which I will submit 
later. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
I will call now on Miss Rebecca Could. 

MISS ‘COULD: “Lvam noc a 
teacher, I am a student at the high school. 

This afternoon one of our 
teachers suggested that perhaps I circulate 
a petition at the school, just to get the 
ideas and opinions of the students, and so I 


aud. Out of about nine hundred students 
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Since this afternoon, we have had almost 

two hundred signatures. I would just like to 
read what is in it. 

We, the undersigned, wish 
to state the support of any governmental 
steps to legalize marijuana. We feel that 
the laws of this province are unduly harsh 
in proportion to the offence. The punishment is 
very detrimental to the character of the 

is an 
offenders, We also believe it/ impingement on 
and hence 
personal liberty/must be rectified. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. Did 
you say two hundred students in the school? 

MISS COULD: Approximately, yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: is there any 
distribution by grades or age? 

MISS COULD: The majority of 
these are from senior students, but there are 
a number from the junion students as well. 

THE CHAIRMAN ; What age 
would they be? 

MISS COULD: Well, senior 
students from perhaps fourteen, tc eighteen, 
nineteen. 

THE CHATRMAN : What would be 
the proportion -- did you say fourteen to 
eighteen, nineteen? 

MISS COULD® “Yes. 


THE CHAIRMAN: What would 


be the proportion of boys and girls? 
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MISS COULD: I really don't 
think there has been a great discrepancy 
between the numbers of boys and girls that 
signed. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You think it would 
be more or less evenly divided? 

MISS COULD: Webi Abbe’ s wot 
obviously one way or the other. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What: is the 
proportion of the two hundred students? Do you 


have figures of how many boys and how many 


girls? 
MISS COULD: About the same. 
THE CHAIRMAN: About equal, 
yes. Thank you. Are there any questions 
for Miss Could? | Dean Campbell? 


MR. CAMPBELL: Miss Could, 
could you tell us anything, and this would 
perhaps have to be an intuitive estimate, 
about the extent of drug use in this school, 
about what the patterns are, and what the 
sevardument pattern has been, something of the 
attitude of the students towards these drugs? 

MISS COULD: Well, most of 
the people that are exposed to a great extent 
to psychedelic music, psychedelic clothes -- 
well, you know, sort of the Moarcldkhes and 
everything, most of these people have some 
experience with drugs and many have quite a 


great experience. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Quite a grave -- 
great experience, excuse me. What do you 
understand by great experience? Could you 
convey to us the significance of that? 

MISS COULD: Most have a 
fair knowledge of the effects of marijuana 
and its derivatives like hashish, and also 
have done LSD a number of times and some have 
done drugs like MDA 

THE CHAIRMAN: I understand 
then by great experience, you mean extensive 


experience? 
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ULD: Well, relatively 
to the sizeand the time. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, but you 
are speaking about the extent of the drug use, 
when you say great experience. I am not 
trying to put words in your mouth, I am trying 
to understand what you meant. 

MISS COULD: That they have 
sort of, well, more, than .just).a mere 
knowledge of drugs, -- they have experienced 
several. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Tell me, Miss 
Could, something about the factors that would 
influence the judgment of the bulk of the 
students who signed this petition, what type 
of concern has led them to take this particular 
position? Has it been (inaudible) 


for instance? 
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MISS COULD: Well, one 
reason why so many students are expressing 
opinions is because recently two very good 
friends of many of the people in the 
school, have been sent to jail and imprisoned 
and many -- well, one sort of develops an 
opinion then, when things come that close. 

THE CHAIRMAN : Miss Could, 
you mention that a number of students have had 
an experience with more than one drug. 

Have you, in your knowledge of students using 
drugs, have you formed any opinion on this 
question that I asked earlier, as to whether 
there is any inclination to move from one 
experience to another to try new experiences 
Lie the drmgs field? 

MISS COULD: There is to a 
certain extent, but I feel that it is more 
people resort to the use of LSD mainly because 
there is a lack of marijuana in the town. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 
Miss Could. 

I would like.to call now 
on Dr. H.C. Burke, Professor at Mount Allison. 

DR. BURKEe I am only going 
to read excerpts from this brief, because 
it supports -- it is a personal brief, again, 
but it supports to an extent the statements 
which you have heard from Mr.Bradley Slauenwhite 


and Mr. Bryan Smith. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: I notice, 
Dr. Burke, that it says here that you are a 
member of the Canadian Civil Liberties Association. 
You are not speaking for the Association? 
DR. BURKEs. I.am not. “Iam 
just speaking individually. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
DR.BURKE: It seems to me there 
is a need for the restructuring of the drug 
laws of Canada and I base this upon the 
assertion made in an article published in the 
Canadian Medical Association Journal last 
December: The continued disdain of marijuana 
users for punitive legislation is forced 
us to re-examine the justification for 
and consequence of laws which treat the 
misuser of any drug as a criminal. And if I 
just might add a parenthesis, it seems to me 
that there was a semantic difficulty involved 
in the discussion following Mr.Bryan Smith's 
submission, namely the use of the term abuse, 
when my’ understanding is, at least from the 
medical point of view, that the correct term 
toemploy would be misuse in order to remove 
the emotional associations involved, particularly, 
from the legal standpoint of the term abuse. 
I would further submit 
that we need a more realistic approach to the 
question of the vere of drugs and in order 


to arrive at this more realistic approach, 
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it seems to me we should follow the 

principles recently laid down by the Ouimet 
Commission, three of them are pettinent, it 
seems to me, and I paraphrase them: nothing 
should be criminally prohibited, which is not 
substantially damaging to society, 2, nothing 
should be criminally t pies team which can 

be adequately controlled by forces other than 
criminal laws and 3, No laws should give rise 
to social or personal damage greater than that 
for which it was designed to prevent. 

I would further submit 


that in implementing this more realistic 


approach, that several -- that three things 
should be undertaken: 1. more accent 
should be placed upon accurate education 


in respect to all drugs, so-called, 2. that 
there should be an intensification of some 
pharmacological and medical and psychiatric 
and sociological and psychological research 
and 3. that there should be provision for 
diagnostic and treatment facilities for 
rehabilitation of those involved in misuse 
of drugs, rather than the present punitive 
measures, Moreoever, I would like to 
state my agreement with the many eoncerned 
groups in Canada which have over recent 
that 
months recommended simple possession of 


marijuana be no longer treated as a criminal 


offence, punishable by imprisonment. 
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I cannot accept. the attitude and the resultant 
actions which seems to exist in the mind of 
some of the administrators of the law that 
deterrence through harsher sentences should be 
the first priority in trying to cope with the 
drug issue. 

Indeed, I would urge that in 
respect to marijuana and other cannabis substances 
that some sort of a moratorium be announced so 
that young people in particular would not be 
further subject. to police troubles, At the samé 
time, I would urge, in this respect, that some 
sort of expunging of criminal records be 
implemented, including those criminal records 
released internationally, if at all possible, 
somehow. 

I base these preceeding remarks upon 
my substantial agreement with the findings in the 
position paper presented November 6th, 1969, by the 
Canadian Medical Association to your Commission. 
According to the findings stated in this paper, 
cannabis substances are generally conceded by most 
authorities to be the least harmful of all drugs 
available either legally or illegally, while the 
so-called psychedelic drugs are the next least 
harmfial., “As ‘an individual therefore, I would further 
urge, 1. Under the strictest governmental control 
in all ‘respects, including strong provisions against 
all advertising, that cannabis substances be made 


legally available and 2. that under the 
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strictest governmental and psychiatric 
psychological control in all respects, including 
strong provisions against all advertising that 
the so-called psychedelics be made legally 
acceptable to volunteers who might seek such 

an experience under favourable conditions. 

In both cases, every effort 
should be made to educate. At. the same time 
every effort should be made to bring about 
a juster conformity between legal rights 
and voting age for young people. To conclude. 
the position paper of the Canadian Medical 
Association admits that the present outcry 
against marijuana lumps together with other 
so-called psychedelics is largely a red 
herring and takes attention away from far more 
serious matters. In fact the most serious 
drug problem among the young remains alcohol, 
but that again is a combined personal social 
problem, not a problem for the criminal 
pursuit. But the fact of the matter is 
that the present drug legislation is 
not working, except unjustly. There seems 
to be two alternatives, one, eithermore and 
more legislation leading to the danger of 
more and more oppression and the possibility 
of a police state, vigilanti tactics as 
are appearing across the land.2, or the 
restructuring of drug laws to be put into 


line with social realities while at the same

time and perhaps more importantly to bring 
into line with an intelligent and humane 
attitude towards all members of society, 
caught up in the. human condition of the 
latter half of the twentieth century. 

Canadians have a unique 
opportunity to take a leading position among 
the Western societies and they could lead their 
young and old, citizens alike, who happen 
to be unfortunately involved in the misuse of 
drugs, not as criminals, but as human beings 
who need help. 

Let there be a stop to 
the tormentment of young people. Let 
there be a stop to the undue demands and 
responsibilities given the police. Let 
there be a stop to our unnecessary court costs. 
Let there be a stop to the loose designation 
of young people, especially the traffickers, 
because they have ca soft drug available 
between their friends. Let there be a stop 
to the conditions which bring distain upon 
Courts. Let there be a stop to public 
hysteria. 

In a small community, like 
Sackville, and particularly in one high school, 
people have been exposed, either directly or 
indirectly since last November to t:she upset 
and distress,to the mental, emotional and 


physical stress caused by the present lopsided 
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nature of Canadian drug laws. Over this 
period, people have been alienated, others have 
been harshly punished, others have perhaps 
perjured themselves, and others have been 
distracted from their major concerns. 

Such conditions should not prevail. They 
should not happen again anywhere in Canada. 

THE CHAT RMAN: Thank you, 
Professor Burke. 

Professor Bertrand? 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Yes, I 
would: like to understand you. If I misunderstood, 
you said Lh GL th drugs, be it children or 
adult people, would call for available help, 
there would be some help in the community for 
those people? 

DR. BURKE Yes, indeed. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Would you 
see that forced upon those persons who would have 
misused the drug, or would you see it simply as 
there? 

DR. BURKE Well, first of 
all, I would see it as there. It seems to me that 
the. seriousness of the misuse would make it 
evident to social workers or friends or doctors, 
or ministers, that such an individual needed 
help. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: What 
about the very young? Would you leave it up 


to them to be helped? 
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MR. BURKE No, certainly 
not. I am sorry, I am speaking of adults 
when I say there should be a freedom for the 
adult to exercise his own judgment unless he 
has misused it to such an extent as in the 
case of alcoholics where they need to be taken 
to a clinic, sometimes, because they refuse to 
go on their own. But as far as the 
very young are concerned, I certainly agree 
that the strict control of, governmental 
control, without making it criminal, is best, 
and at the moment a young child was detected 
in trouble here, to help him. 
PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Yes, 
but you see the trouble even on this 
Matter, is we are leaning I think, to cases 
of misuse with psychological damages as well 
as clinical damages and you cannot impose 
help on anyone, I am afraid, who doesn't care 
to be helped. 
MR. BURKE: Speaking again 
of he very young --- 
PROFESSOR BERTRAND: How old 
do you define the very young? 
MR. puRKE- Well, granted we 
cannot interfere with human freedom, and 
there are tragic forces at work which do damage 
children psychologically and allow them to become 
involved in this unhappy situation and I stress 


the need for education as I did, as a preventative. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Do you 
recognize,<Professor Rurke, that the state has 
any responsibility “)*"bespect to the availability 
of dangerous substances? 

MR. BURKE: Yes, it certainly 
does. 

THE CHAIRMAN: How is it 
to do that, except by criminal law? 

MR. eee By placing them 
under prescription. 

THE CHATRMAN: Yes, that 
is one way. Let us think of dangerous 
substances that don't necessarily have a medical 


use. 


Do you 
recognize that the state has a right to restrict 
their availability? 

MR. BURKE: Yes, I do. 

THE CHAIRMAN: How is that 
restriction to be carried out, except through 
law and except through prohibitions against the 
availability, against the distribution of those 
substances without authority, without permission? 
How else is it to be effective? 

MR. BURKE? Well, I was 
not addressing myself as much to the question of 
distribution as I was to the question of 
how the person who has misused a drug or 


so-called drug should be given treatment and 
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I simply repeat that that person should be 
given rehabilitation rather than punitive 
treatment. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So that 
your recommendations concern a change in the 
law, as I understand, relate to the simple 
possession for use of marijuana. Do they go 
beyond that? a think you recommended legalization 

of marijuana? 

MR.eirKp-. Yes sir. 

MR.STEIN: Just to see if 
we can clarify one other question. When you 
talked about terms of the business of making 
treatment available you said that the person, 
if you were a young child, steps should be taken 
to assist him, whether or not he may want that 
assistance. Would you care to comment on 
what’ you consider to be -- would you relate any 
age to being an adult or would you care to 
comment on what age you have in mind? 

MR. BURKE NO sir, Ido 
not. It seems to me there are individual 
differences that have to be recognized in the 
humane treatment of people in society. But I 
did make one statement in my brief, that the 
legal duties imposed upon an individual should 
be in conformity with the age he is given 
legal rights, particularly the voting age 
and this is of course, if there was a discrepancy 


across the land. 
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DR. LEHMANN > Professor Burke, 
would you go as far as to recommend ecunioa eee 
treatment: for a child, let's say, of twelve years 
of age or thirteen years of age, who doesn't want 
to be treated and whose parents perhaps don't want, 
or do not make any sustained efforts to obtain: 
Treatments 
MR. BURKE: Le RRS oh Deere 
according to medical opinion, clearly in danger, it 
seems to me that it is a hypothetical case. 
DR. LEHMANN: Oh, that happens. 
This is just not an academic question. There are 
many twelve year olds who are in this position. 
MR. BURKE: Well, I think they 
should be given some kind of help, very definitely. 
DR. LEHMANN: There are in the States 
and there are some here. Well, that would of course 
mean new legislation because this doesn’t exist. 
And what about the adult who is clearly in danger and 
damaging himself, but does not want to have treatment? 
MR, BURKE: As far as the adult 
is concerned, it seems to me that the question 
there is one of whether he is harming other 
people substantially or is a substantial danger 
to society at large, then very definitely 


steps would have to be taken. 
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DR LEHMANN - Well, 


the same reason for which he would now be 
committed to a mental hospital for psychosis 
for instance? 
MR.RURKE ¢ I would assume 
so, but I don't know what those conditions are. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 


Professor Burke, 


I call now upon Mr.A.F.Levin, 


Professor of Mount Allison. 


PROFESSOR LEVIN: Thank you. 


Again,I have a private brief. I hope that you 


hear about the counts in Sackville in some detail, 


and what I have to say is pretty much predicated 
on such a presentation, but I will review the 


brief before the Commission. 


Last fail we had a series of 


arrests over a weekend, in a period in which a 
number of young people, particulatly in the high 
schools, were interrogated by the R.C.M.P. 

I taiked to some fifteen 
year old, sixteen year old, seventeen year olds 
who were interrogated, and what I have to say 
has to do with the attitudes of those people 
as I talked to them at various stages after 
“the arrests were made. 

Most of these young people 
who Iitalkéed to, and particularly the ones 
I tazkéd to in depth, who were also interrogated 


by the R.C.M.P. --- What I want to report is 
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what they said. Now, whether their account 
of what happened is factual or not, is not 
the nature of my argument or my point. 

us wo 

What.my point is,that this 
what I think they believed and what they told 
Biber people and what they told themseives. 

In other words, this is some of the ideas 
on which they will count on the police in the 
future, and other law enforcements. 

One thing I want to make 
clear is I am not trying to criticise the 
Sackville R.C.M.P. or any other police force. 
It could be taken from my statement, but this 
is not my intent. My comments are based 
on, = informal interviews and discussions 
with young people and some semi-structured 
sessions, particularly in early December. 
Among that group were both people who had been 
interviewed and sme who had not. So that 
I was interested primarily in that situation, 
getting the young people's responses to 
other young people. Some of them apparently 
had not had a great deal of information before 
that Baal aeicn, 

Anyway, I will make 
two conclusions in stating events so that you 
will see some of my comments. First of alk, 
a aa ade of Sackville's young people has 
developed an attitude of distrust towards the 


police and towards the system of justice for 
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to the public. And secondly, the arrests and 
interrogations last fall, have served to confirm, 
if not to initiate that distrust. 

First of all, some of the comments 
of the young people regarding interrogations. Some 
of the students believed that some of those that 
were questioned were told that if they talked they 
would not have to go to Court, and that, if they 
did not talk they would have to go to Court, and 
all this .is exact quotations; but if. they did not 
talk their names would be splashed all over the 
newspapers. Some young people claimed that they 
had been told that they would be charged for 
possession, "because they had it in them”. One 
young girl, according to secondhand accounts, was 
called a whore and a prostitute. Others with 
whom, I did talk, felt that this was the implication 
of some of the questions asked concerning the 
source of money with which they bought LSD in 
particular. 

Concerning their rights, concerning 
the) questioning and so forth; some of them 
insisted they were not told their rights before 
beirg questioned involuntarily. Some say that they 
were told their rights but when asked if they 
understood, protested that they did not, and after 
protesting that a few times, they were told they had 


to answer.

questions anyway, One girl said she was 
crying so hard, she was “hysterical”, that she 
did not understand what was told her, 

In summary, I think this just 
about typifies the attitude of some young people 
with whom I have talkeez: "I don't know about the 
police, but the R.C.M.P. are pathetic.” 

That is not my attitude at all. 


In fact, the contrary. So my points are, that 


and the young people or indeed the public as a 
whole, and conflicting action, should be kept at 
a minimum because it) leads to antagonisms between 
the police and loss of cooperation between the 
-police and the public. 

Secondly, that the present use of 
drugs by young people and the laws lead to such 
conflict interaction. 

ly, unless there is some 
overriding dangers in the use of particular drugs 
such as there clearly is with so-called speed and 
the opiates, that the law should be halted in such 
conflict interaction and resulting antagonisms.

in confidence, === 


THE CHATRMAN: Yes, they certainly 


will. I£ you’ could 
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have them sworn, taken wmder affidavit, it 
would be that much more useful to us, but 
don '5--- 

PROFESSOR LEVIN: I think you 
can understand my position particularly where 
young people are concerned. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. Don't let 
that be an obstacle. We will look forward to 
you sending them on. 

DR. LEHMANN: May I just ask you 
one question? Has any of these people made any 
official complaint against this treatment by the 
police, allegedly this abusive treatment by the 
police? 

PROFESSOR LEVIN: I believe not. 

DR. LEHMANN: Why not? 

PROFESSOR LEVIN: Two reasons. 

I think they didn't know how to go about it, 
and secondly I think many of them felt 
intimidated not particularly by actions of any 
particular agency but simply by not knowing. 

DR. LEHMANN: I see. 

MR. CAMPBELL: These are high 
school students you are talking about, Mr. Levin, 
or university students? 

PROFESSOR LEVIN: I am speaking 
about the high school students. 

MR. CAMPBELL: And your interviews 


would be with high school students? 
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PROFESSOR LEVIN > Yes: 

THE CHAT RMAN > What happened in 
those cases, Mr. Levin, what was the outcome of 
the cases? 

PROPESSOR LEVIN: One was one 
year and I am not sure if it is officially the 
County Jail or I believe the individual went to 
reform shcool in Kingston, he was committed and the 
other chap was on probation and had double 
charges on him, both for trafficking, got five 
years in the second sentence to run consecutively 
for a year or a year-and-a-half, sot that is 
six and a half years for the two sentences. 

THE PUBLIC Could I speak as an 
individual? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. Would you 
go to the microphrone, please? 

THE PUBLIC: My name is Leonard 
Lamrock, and I am the guidance counsellor at the 
Sackville High School. I was, preparing a brief 
for this evening but once again, it is not properly 
prepared for now, and i have indicated that I 
will be sending, it on to you. «I would, like to 
comment. on this gentleman's remarks and perhaps 
Iiwould be, able to clarify) ita bit. 

A number of high school students 
were interviewed. There had been a large 


number of indications to me from these 
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53 
students, that they were harassed one way or 
another, certainly psychologically. Many 
of the comments that this gentleman has made 
I too have heard directly from students concerned. 
In terms of the truth of the 
matter, in relation to the two young gentlemen, 
young boys, sent to punishment by law, 
one lad was given eighteen months because of 
braftickings in’ LSD. The other lad was given 
eighteen months on a first charge of possession. 
He was then given five years in penitentiary 
for trafficking in marijuana. 
And I believe I will speak 
of this and try not to become emotional 
because I certainly was at the time, because 
I was one of the few individuals in the 
Court room and I can understand Court rooms 
can be very emotional,at the time when the lad 
received the five years. 
This boy was a friend of 
many students. | I did not feel personally 
that he was a criminal nature and this was 
supported by many persons in this town. i 
did feel however, and I will say this, that he 
did need assistance. However, when he was 
sentenced to five years in penitentiary, I have 
since seen him in jail and so on, this boy 
has nothing but bitterness because he feels 
he is not a criminal, and he feels also that 


the treatment he will receive from other inmates 
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54 
will create in him not only attitudes about 
life in general, but about his own personal 
life, which will cause him great concern. 

So I see this as an extreme 
injustice in relation to the law, and’in 
relation to the crime in quotation marks, that 


he committed.

you help him before then? You said he needed 
assistance. Why didn't you help him instead 


of letting him get busted?

have a written brief at this point. A friend 
of mine and myself are presently preparing 
an in depth survey of drug use on our campus. 

I am afraid we just began this this afternoon 
and it will take us about two weeks and then 
we will send it to you in the mail, or however 
ft ‘is. 

I would like to indicate 
something thatwas a surprise to us, and I don't 


know what relevance this has, and I don't think 
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that it is any that I can see, after what 

has been said tonight, except that I am in 
complete agreement with it. In just two 
hours of research this afternoon, and we 

think that would only be a small part of the 
time we will be spending on the brief, and the 
research, we have discovered that the drug 

use of Mount Allison is prevalent -- there are 
a lot of people doing it. 

I am in no position 
scientifically to give you a percentagewise, 
but taking into account what part of the campus 
has been researched and this sort of thing, 


at present our percentage stands at slightly 


around 8% -- that is one --- 

MR.CAMPBELL: Did you say 
8 or 80? 

THE PUBLIC: Eight. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I am sorry,

the criterion that we used in our 

research and it was just that we were looking 
-- we weren't looking for people with pinholes 
in their arms, but we were sort of thinking 
aloud --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: I don't want 
to know your methodology. I just want to know --- 

THe PUBLIC’: Here is the

THE CHAIRMAN: Are there a 
hundred users or a hundred people you have 
spoken to, that's all I want to know. 

THE PUBLIC: At this 
point, at the very beginning, in our research, 
we had 8% of people who have used, at least 
only dealing with marijuana -- okay, 8% of the 
students that we researched used marijuana 
more than once and likely intend to do it again, 
but that\’is the sort of criteria, I am not 
trying to be facetious, but you know, not 
somebody who has just tried it once and I 
guess, I suppose, you could say users, How often, 


is none of our business at this point. 
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5% 

But what I was going to get back to, is that 
this 8% from my figures and my thinking, on 
what aspect of the campus has been researched, 
represents just a fraction of what the final 
result would be. 

Now of course what the 
final result at this point would be, would be 
a guess, but just -- I don't know if I can 
explain to you my thought process behind 
this, I would say it is going to be up in the 
range -- I think that a quarter is just a 
bit conservative and so that I believe that 
it will be just slightly more than 25% for 
the people on this campus, the students, because 
we haven't talked to any faculty members, 

25% of the people on this campus are eligible 
for seven year sentences at least, and we 
didn't take into consideration who was selling 
the drugs and exactly what they are doing with 
it, other than the ones that are using it 
themselves. 

So I have really nothing 
more to say except that when we have completed 
this survey, we will get it to you somehow, 
but this came as a surprise to me and 
possibly you know I could be wrong in the final 
figure, but I think it is going to be within 
the range of maybe two or three per cent of a 
guarter of the students in this university, 


so you know, you can take that for what it is 
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THE CHAIRMAN : Thank you 
very much. Is there anyone else who would 
like to make any submissions? 

Unfortunately we have to 
leave shortly for Prince Edward Island tonight, 
but we have a few more minutes. 

THE PUBLIC: I would like 
to talk for just a few minutes, with my very 
limited education and my limited knowledge, 
but I would just like to say something to one 
man when I interjected a comment, that I feel 
is of the greatest importance to drug users,

and that is what we are discussing, is,I am 


speaking up here and you atete” 

That is what I am doing. 

Now, the biggest thing 
that I find with cannabis and most drugs used 
now, is that everyone is talking about, you know, 
let's legalize it, let's turn it out, and legalize 
it, but I think that without a control on the 
legalization then you are going to have problems 
that no one can foresee in the future. In my 
own example, I have a personal experience, 
an experience of Dr.Siegal and of the Drug 
Addiction and Research Foundation of Toronto -- 
that is where I am from -- and the LSD that 


these kids buy and we kids buy and we go great, 


we have got some acid. 
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be relative to a few people here, Sunshine tabs, 
yellow Sunshine tabs contain 28 micrograms 

ofa LSD.. Now in a book by Professor 

Smart from the University of Toronto, which is 
a discussion certainly of LSD in hospitals for 
treating alcoholics, the LSD dosage which 

a human being should take to get any reaction 
at all, that is, to get the LSD reaction 
which you are supposed to get, you know, which 
is the reaction, is at least 100 micrograms. 

So what we are getting here 
is crap. We are getting baking soda, a bit 
of acid, mostly speed and strychnine which 
kills and you know, all these other little bits 
and pieces thrown in, and they are being sold 
at enormous prices for what it actually costs 
to make it, and that is shown simply because 
if, yOu. are.a ees ae for fifty cents, and 
here you pay Dies drie ee 

Now, just the thing that 
I am most concerned about is not the legality of 
the drug, but the control of the drug for 
the user, for the kids who are getting it now. 

I would like to suggest to this fellow who said 
when a person is busted, well you get caught 
and you get a reaction that is personal, all 


of a sudden it is personal. 


Well, iin Torento, .L will tell 
you a personal experience, I had a friend who was 


put away for the rest of his life because he is 
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a speed freak and psychopath and beyond help, 
because of lysergic acid diethylamide, the 
use of mescaline, peyote the same things that 
people know nothing about. One of them is 
called STP and nobody knows--it came out as 

a black market drug in the first place, and 
no one knew the dosage, and this particular 
person took an overdose and nearly killed 
himself. 

But Miss Could seemed to think, 
well, okay now that it is striking close, "let's 
legalize it, so we can get the boys out of jail". 
The thing is that I am more worried that Miss Could 
should be worried about what they are getting 
now and dropping every Saturday night, because 
itvis not LSD and it is the thing that is going 
to buggar more people up from going to jail. 

L£ you get cannabis, which is cut, with alfafa 
or anything like that, you are paying for 
something you are not getting; if you get hash 
which is cut with opium, you are paying for 
something that you are not. getting, and what 
you are getting is a helluva lot worse than 
what you are paying for. 

Opium is addictive, it is an 
opiate, and I don't see how people can worry 
so much about legalization and I think the 
Commission showld be looking more at the 


drugs that are going around and kids are doing 
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strawberry double downers, purple (inaudible) 
and it is all bad, it is 

NOt LED, 1t.13 crap, Some of it is sugar, 

some of it is baking soda, some of it is glue. 

Now it is thrown together 
and nobody gives a damn and I think if we all 
sent the tablet that we got on Saturday night, 
sent it to Dr. Segal in Halifax, we would find 
out, people would begin to realize kids are 
getting rooked and their minds are being played 
with by the guys that are selling it, so that 
eliminates my Jones help. 

I think in particular we 
are working with a situation where in this campus 
I would make a bet that whatever Mr. Chapman 
says, that under five people on this campus 
have ever taken LSD. Lysergic acid diethylamide 
of 100 micrograms. I doubt if anyone here 
has taken over 300, and if they have, then 
they would certainly know not to touch what 
is being sold because what you are getting 
is, as I talked to people this afternoon, what 
you get is a little rise and then you don't know 
where you are, and you go back down and that 
could lead to serious difficulty. 

T think if you want to 
control LSD, if you want to keep people from 
getting messed around, legalization, certainly, 
but what you have to do is have a supply and 


have the people come to the supply rather than 
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the supply go to the people. But with 
alcohol you have got the supply going to the 
people, and you get rooked with all kinds of 
things, rot gut, Newfie Screach, all these 
kinds of things, whatever anyone may think wiii 

certainly help an alcoholic into a hospital 
where many people may not realize it, but 
the biggest -- the newest invention to give 
an alcoholic is LSD, pure LSD. And they 
give them LSD to keep their mind off their 
problems and it certainly does. 

here 
But I think/that you have 

a high school situation which is revolting, 
because the kids are worried about keeping 
their friends from being busted and yet the 
guys who got busted, from reports I have 
heard, not reports I know, had it in their 
room, Now anyone who has got a brain 
doesn't keep it in their room, because the 
cops can search their room, and it is going 
to be there. I think if Professor Burke 
instead of worrying about the legal aspect 
was worrying about the kids who are getting 
rooked, and I don't mean ~-- I think there is a 
biginfluence, that people go up and they go 
down on an eight hour trip and think, well, 
I am safe. But what happens is --- 
the reactions are in there. You don't stay 
up for ten hours and stay up for the rest of 


your life when you are up. What you do, is 
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come down. The toxicity of LSD is, well, 
you can take 1500 micrograms and not have any 
permanent physical reaction. Like you will 
not stay high for the rest of your life. 

1500 and 100 will give you a reaction. x 
is revolting to think that people are taking 
20, so much of them getting a bigger thrill, 
a (microdot}is very, very small, and acid is 
smaller. So even if you were getting 

pure LSD, you know, it is foolish. But I 
think the people who are -- just one minute. 

THE CHAIRMAN : Yes. 

THE PUBLIC: I think the 
people should be more aware, and especially 
the high school students, of what they are 
getting, because they are getting rooked. 

THE CHAT RMAN : Do you think 
that the state has a responsibility to restrict 
the availability of dangerous substances? 

THE PUBLIC: I feel that the 
people who want dangerous substances are going 
to get them, 

THE CHAIRMAN : Well --- 

THE PUBLIC: Just a second. 
I will use some examples and not a theory of mine. 
1. feel if someone who wants to drop acid is 
going to get acid; it may be black and filled 
with methed: inc and all kinds of 
garbage, but he (, Now why,-I think that 
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psychiatric and medical tests he appears 

Fit «to “take, tit « The normal person, not 
one who has schizophrenic tendencies that 

a psychiatrist can pull out of his hat, you 
know, he can see on the surface, but I think 
the person who is going to get LSD is going 
to get it, so why not give him good LSD rather 
than let them mess around with the heads 

on the street level, where they can pass 
anything off and because they have never had 
LSD, the kids get sucked in. 

THE CHAIRMAN : Do you 
think that the government is wrong in making 
thalidomide illegal and restricting its 
availability? 

THE PUBLIC: No. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, then 
do you. think if it is found that 
an inferior or illicit thalidomide was being 
distributed, with some adulteration in it, 
it might be noxious,that the government 
should''say we had better distribute thalidomide 
because they are not getting good thalidomide? 

THE PUBLIC: E.aenkt 
think the government will hand it out. 

I think people who want thalidomide and are 
weli, 

willing to pay/ go to them and say, can I have 

it, and they will check out the situation and 

see if there is another drug that will do the 


job, then they will hand them that, and if there 
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isn't, then give them thalidomide, but at least 

it is not full of dust or whatever you get, 

you know, in thalidomide. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The important 
thing is a pure substance, regardless of its 
harm to those using it. 

THE PUBLIC: No, it is 
not regardless of its harm. The harm of 
LSD, and I am not positive, because I don't 
know, but I am fairly sure that doctors would 
agree with me, that such as people who have 
taken so many LSD trips, they don't know what 
they are doing, like Timothy Leary, but 
I think people like that, will agree that 
pure LSD will do you less harm than LSD 
that has speed in it and just garbage and 
especially strychnine. I think strychnine 
is -- I know it is used and --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: How do you 
know it is used? What is your basis for 
this comment? 

THE PUBLIC: The Drug 
Addiction Research Foundation took a 
sample that one of my closé friends handed in 

them, and pulled it apart and said,"well, 
it isistrychnine in it". In the pill. 
Now, whether that has any 
relationship to the LSD, I am not able to say. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Your opinion 


is based on the Addiction Research Foundation

Hk PUBLIC: Yes. They 
took a tab of acid, looked at it and sent it 
back, and I believe that Dr. Segal will do the 
same thing. 

DR. LEHMANN: Dr. Segal 
has found it once. 

THE PUBLIC: Fine. 

But they don't make acid by one tablet, ata time, 
I don't believe. You don't get one 
strawberry tablet and then one blue tab, 

You know,you get twenty at one time. I bet 
they only get one of many that were 

circulating on the market. 

DR. LEHMANN: Let me tell 
you something that will surprise you. There 
are psychiatrists who, given a choice, to take 
a drug in an unknown quantity, and even if it is 
pure, you get an unknown quantity, who would 
prefer to have an unknown quantity of 
strychnine than an unknown quanity of LSD.

UNE VOIX DANS LE PUBLIC: Monsieur le 
Président, le premier interlocuteur a parlé de défi, 
le deuxiéme de contestation. Ce sont des vocables 
certainement auxquels je n'ai aucune objection, mais 
il me semble cependant que dans la société des usagers 
de la drogue il y a trés peu de défi et trés peu de 
contestation. 

Il s'agit plutdt de désafection envers 
disons les systémes, les é6tats et les églises. 

Envers cette désafection il y a diffé- 
rentes attitudes. Une qui je dirails dans une certaine 
mesure est celle de l'usager des drogues, c'est une 
attitude de retraite, c'est l'attitude d'une personne 
qui cherche l'évasion, méme plus loin que 1'évasion 
une certaine euphorie devant, disons, des phénoménes 
gue moi j'appelerais souffrances sociales. 

D'autres par exemple, par ailleurs, 
font une.critique radicale de la société et envexrs 
ses macro-systémes, on peut dire que ces systémes de 
croyance n'illustrent plus, ne répondent plus aux 
aspirations non seulement des jeunes, mais 4 une 


grande partie de la population. 


Nous sommes en face d'une hypocrisie 
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monumentale, on a jamais autant parlé de démocracie, 
de participation et a Ottawa et ailleurs et on en a 
jamais eu moins. De plus on parle de liberté et 
plus on en parle, plus on nous les enléve. 

Ici vous avez une Commission Royale 
qui s'adresse 4 un auditoire d'é6élites de la population 
a des universitaires, 4 des prévilégiés de la popula- 
tion, car les jeunes qui, disons, sont dans les usines, 
n'ont pas l'occasion d'exprimer leurs opinions, ils 
ne sont pas consultés, l'opinion que vous recevez ici 
n'est pas l'opinion de toute la population, de toute 
la jeunesse, mais l'opinion d'une certaine élite, elle 
n'est peut-étre pas l'épigée, mais qui tout de méme 
est partiellement cette @6pigée par son appartenance 
sociale. 

On doit faire face aussi 4 un faux dua- 
lisme. Le dualisme entre ce que les anglophones ap- 
pellent le "protestant ethic", ce qu'on peut appeler 
les moeurs et les tenants de notre société, et d'un 
autre c6té les travaux sociaux qui sont orientés sur 
le travail et aussi d'un autre coté de la culture 
des loisirs. On nous jette ga, on nous présente ¢a 
comme une question de choix, mais je ne crols pas 
qu'il s'agisse de ga. Je crois qu'il s*"agit d'une 
question de pouvoir. 

Je ne crois pas que nous ayons de 
choix- On a trés peu de choix, car notre démocratie 
est purement formelle. Nous avons le droit de scrutin 
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de ga les mécanismes de consultation sont i peu prés 
inexistants. 

"Monsieur Beaudet" dans ses "Différen- 
tes Mosaiques" a présenté d'une fagon trés éloquente 
la position verticale de notre société et démontré 
que tous ces vocables, démocratie et d'égalitarisme 
ne correspondent pas 4 la réalité sociale du Canada, 
du Québec et du Nouveau-Brunswick y compris. 

Je crois qu'on assiste de la part de 
certains, il n'y a pas 1a-dedans de legons ou de juge- 
ments de valeur, mais il s'agit pour certaines person- 
nes de faire refléter leurs protestations par un acti- 
visme, par de la contestation pour d'autres et c'est 
peut-é6étre un reflet de la culture, de la personnalité, 
mais cette protestation se réfléte peu sur l'usager 
des drogues qui vit dans cette culture anomique que 
représente la culture des usagers des drogues. 

En ce gui, concerne les, institutions 
6tablies, je crois que chez les jeunes ceux qui ne 
sont pas en politique, qu'il y en a trés peu qui les 
appuient avec conviction et sans intérét; je crois 
aussi que la politique des années cinquante (50) se 
rapprochait de la dictature politique. 

Daniel Bell dans ses ouvrages mentionne 
gue tout ga est peut-étre une recrudescence de ¢a et 
que dans un sens, nous nous trouvions dans une situa- 
tion ot nous refusions de chercher les solutions poli- 
tiques et ceci se réfléte dans nos réactions pour ap- 


puyer tel et tel politicien avec un carisme facile, 
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sans faire allusion Aa personne, a4 Ottawa ou ailleurs.

Inquiry Into the Non-Medical Use of Drugs, tO order. 

I don't want to make anyone 
move, if they don't feel disposed to, but there is 
a bit of a distance separating us, and it might

I wonder if it would be 
convenient for you to come a little closer? 

Thank you very much. Ti ae¢ 
helpful to us. It makes us feel a little more in 
eontact with you. 

I would like to introduce the 
members of the Commission and staff that are here. 
On my far right is Dean Ian Campbell of Montreal, 
formerly of New Brunswick; on my immediate right, 
Dr. Heinz Lehmann of Montreal; I am Gerald LeDain; 
on my left is Mr. Jemes Moore, Executive Secretary 
of the Commission; on Mr. Moore's left, Professor 
Marie-Andrée Bertrand of Montreal; and on Miss 
Bertrand's left, Mr. J. Peter Stein of Vancouver; 
Mrs. Vivian Luscombe, my secretary on the Commission 
is at the table to the left. 

I would like to read a statement 
concerning the background of the appointment of the 
Commission and its terms of reference to give you 


some idea of how we interpret our task.

the possession of or trafficking 

in which has been prohibited under 
the Narcotic’ Control Wat; 

.. notwithstanding these measures 
and the competent enforcement 
thereof by the R.C.M.Police and 
other enforcement bodies, the 
incidents of possession and use 

of these substances for non-medical 
purposes, has increased and the 
need for an investigation as to the 
cause of such increasing use has 
become imperative." 


In announcing the Commission's 


appointment, the Minister of National Health and 


Welfare spoke of the "grave concern felt by the 


government at the expanding proportions of the use of 


drugs and related substances for non-medical purposes." 
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The terms of reference defining 
the Commission's inquiry into the non-medical use of 
psychotropic drugs and substances mention sedatives, 
stimulants, tranquilizers and hallucinogens. 

For the present, the Commission 
understands "drug" to mean any substance which 
chemically alters structure or function in the living 
organism, and "psychotropic" drugs as those which 
alter sensation, feeling, consciousness and psycho- 
logical or behavioural functions. The Commission has 
tentatively defined "medical use" in terms of generally 
accepted medical practice -- under medical supervision 
or not. All other use is "non-medical use." 

By itself, a prescription does 
not distinguish medical from non-medical use. A non- 
prescription drug like aspirin can be taken for medical 
use. Or a prescription drug could be taken for generall 
accepted medical reasons, then no longer required. 

The Commission is invited by 
its terms of reference to "marshal ...the present 
fund of knowledge concerning the non-medical use of 
sedative, stimulant, tranquilizing, hallucinogenic 
and other psychotropic drugs or substances." 

But since an interim report is 

in 
expected early/this year, and a final report within 
two years, the Commission will have to he selective. 

Tt must consider what appear to 
be the principal issues which led to its appointment. 


The Commission has the initial 


impression that its primary focus must'be°on the non- 
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medical use of drugs by the young and by adults as 


it relates to or affects the use of drugs by youth. 

The Commission has drawn up a 
preliminary classification of psychoactive drugs, 
which falls into the following eight categories: 
hypnotics-sedatives; stimulants; psychedelic-hallucino- 
genics; opiates-narcotics; volatile solvents and 
gases; analgesics (non-narcotic painkillers); clinical 
anti-depressants; and major tranquilizers. 

The Commission sees its primary 
emphasis on the following categories: 

First, the psychedelic-hallucino- 
genic, which includes cannabis (marijuana and hashish), 
LSD and mescaline and the other "restricted drugs" 
placed under the new schedule J of the Food and Drugs 
Ate. (DMT, 4ST PRP. -(DOM)+, and. DET. 

Secondly, the stimulants, including 
such amphetamines as benzadrine and methadrine -- 
generally referred to as "speed". 

Thirdly, the volatile solvents 
and gases, -- often referred to as "delirients", such 
as glue, nailpolish remover, and paint thinner. 

Fourthly, the sedative-hypnotics, 
such as the barbiturates (used as sleeping pills), 
the minor tranguilizers, and ethyl alcohol. 

Fifthly, the opiate-narcotics, 
such as heroin. 

Alcoholwand tnicetimeyare yelearly 
mood-modifying drugs used for non-medical reasons 


and therefore within the terms of reference. 
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However, the Commission could 
not possibly perform its task if it were required to 
consider the extensive research carried out on these 
substances. A realistic view compels the Commission 
to regard the non-medical use of alcohol and nicotine 
in their relation to the non-medical use of other 
psychotropic drugs. This is also the Commission's 
position, at least initially, on the non-medical use 
of the opiate-narcotics, such as heroin. 

These so-called "hard drugs" are 
not excluded from the terms of reference because 
they do have psychotropic properties. But as with 
alcohol and nicotine, the Commission cannot hope to do 
justice to the extensive literature on the subject. 
The "hard drugs" are therefore to be examined in their 
possible relationship to the non-medical use of the 
tsoft pdrugs.." 

Two contentions brought to the 
Commission's aceentton may illustrate what is meant 
by. "relationship" to the non-medical use,of- soft 
drugs. 

The first: contentionvisttrar 
extensive social use of alcohol not only creates a 
permissive climate of drug use, but also reflects 
a provocative injustice and even hypocrisy in our 
legislative and law enforcement attitudes. The 
second contention is that the use of certain soft 
drugs like cannabis (marijuana) leads very often, 


if not generally, to hard drug addiction. 


What are the issues in this 
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inquiry? The Commission must investigate the extent 
of the non-medical use of mood-modifying drugs in 
Canada. That means the pattern of drug use; the drugs 
and various groups or populations involved, according 
to age, occupation, etc.; the movement from one drug 
to another. 

The Commission must investigate 
physical and psychological effects of these drugs, 
effects on behaviour of the individual concerned, 
effects on others,’ and effects on society. 

Finally, and by no means least 
important, the Commission must investigate the reasons 
for the non-medical use of drugs -- not only the 
personal motivation, but the social, educational, 
economic, philosophic and other reasons. In other 
words, what is the meaning or larger significance of 
this phenomenon? What is the ‘true’ nature ‘or the 
challenge it presents to our civilization? 

We have accepted a very difficult 
task “and we need your help. It is imperative that Wwe 
have the views of as many Canadians as possible. This 
is not solely a technical question Tor experts; at is 
a broad social issue, going to the very nature of 
human existence in our time. It is a question to 


which everyone can contribute a measure of insight and 


wisdom.

Reverend Boden? 


REV. BODEN: Thank you very 
much. 

I feel I need to apologize to 
you people first of all, because we heard rumours 
of you coming to the province, and we heard that 
you would be in Fredericton, and this upset my feeble 
mind, because I thought we had a problem in Moncton, 


and we were a little afraid that you wouldn't be 


able to hear about it. 
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Now that you are here, I am 
not sure what you are going to say. We have a 
unique situation in Moncton I believe, because we 
have a problem that has existed for a couple of 
years, and yet the majority of our citizens and 
politicians, people involved in school work are 
yet. to realize that the problem exists: 

We are ‘still not racting@in 
regards to the drug problem, or the drug situation 
invthe city of Moncton, and to me this makes the 
problem serious. 

If we reacted, then I would 
say it would be far less serious. Sometimes in our 
discussions on the drug problems, we widen the 
scope to such extremes in trying to look at and 
analyze the whole of society, that I think we often 
miss the point of the unique thing about drugs. 

My feeling is, drugs are a 
fairly recent problem in society, perhaps five 
years, that they have come to the forefront in this 
area, and we have had time, perhaps we have years, maybe 
hundreds of years, to deal with the other problems 
of society and apparently we haven't coped with them 
adequately yet, and so my feeling is that while 
drugs are a fairly recent problem we have time to 
jump in to develop an adequate education program, a 
treatment centre, but this must be started now. 

Another thing I have noticed 
that has upset me a little, has been the type of 


power struggle which we have in our social problems. 
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For example, recently my time 
has been given almost devotedly to drug problems 
and meetings, and so often at these meetings there 
have been those who have been anti-alcohol, and I 
think we all realize this, that this is also a 
very serious social problem. 

And I think sometimes in trying 
to handle the both of them together we confuse the 
issue and do not get a clear picture, as we would 
like to see. 

And so this power struggle 
developed. pid Bic cst alee am speaking on drugs there 
are people continually that get up and say, "Yes, but 
don't forget the alcohol problem." 

I say, "Well, we have dealt 
with alcohol for ander, ees and we still yet do 
not have an adequate way that is reaching a majority 
of citizens who are alcoholic." I am against both 
alcohol and the mis-use of drugs one hundred percent. 

We are too interested in trying 
to /. survey sometimes, to find out how many, the whys, 
the wherefores of drug use. And I think we will find 
the answers not to be new ones. I think we will 
find them an age-old problem of alienation of youth, 
or alienation of society, one from the other. 

Relationships have been broken 
down in the problems of the home,and I think drugs 
are probably just bringing to the forefront some of 
these problems that we already know, so I do not 


see surveys really, as an answer. 
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We spend much time educating 
our kids in the city of Moncton, and yet I have 
found out recently that ine of our teachers' 
conferences .-- now, I may.be. corrected on, this <— 

not 
but in/one of our teachers' conferences has there 
been any time spent educating teachers on the drug 
problem in the city of Moncton, and to. me this is 
a,key issue.,..Perhaps in trying to. hit the kide 
over the head we have the cart before the horse. 

We must be careful in making 
decisions, that when we make them in our committees 
on drug abuse, etc., that the decision affects the 
committee but does not affect the kid on the street. 

Now on legalization of marijuana, 
it is my feeling that in dealing with, and talking 
to, probably hundreds of kids, and honestly trying 
to evaluate the pros and cons of marijuana, and hashish 
but specifically marijuana, I see absolutely no 
concrete value in legalizing marijuana. 

Iam a little afraia that my 
vote isi:to no avails 1 sometimes feel the frustration 
of the average citizen when he thinks that decisions 
are already made, and some of the murmurs that 
we have heard from Ottawa already, almost indicate 
that a decision has been made;and this is of concern 
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I am even afraid that perhaps 
the government may not listen to the 


recommendations of this Commission. 


Even in talking to kids who 
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use drugs regularly, and want to see it legalized, 
they say it must be controlled. They say it must 
be controlled fairly strictly, and we cannot do 
this because we have a classic example of our lack 
through 

of control of liquor -/ our Liquor Control Board 
in which my feeling is the Liquor Control Board 
controls those who want all the alcohol they can 
get, and it controls, whatinit gets «them. 

I have heard too often too, 
the voices of the so-called experts on the subject, 

‘ana until «this ‘morning I-don'tithink T have tbeen 
classed as an expert) who have talked about the ideal 
rational use of drugs. 

I am sorry, but there are very 
few cases that I have seen in working with young 
people in this city in which I have seen the 
advantage of a rational use of drugs. 

To me, there is a time when 
any use of drug is completely irrational. I have 
a feeling that if society could turn back the pages 
of history we would like to cancel out some of the 
things that have developed in our society -- for 
example, tobacco, alcohol, thalidomide, cyclamates, 
but some of these are beyond redemption. 

Today ris: notivthe day for a 
mind-bending legalized drug. Today is when we need 
the greatest minds in the world and we need all to 
be at our sharpest, and our best, to begin to cope 
with the problems of society today. 


As Billy Graham has said, we 
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have spent thousands of millions of dollars conquer- 
ing outer-space and have done next to nothing 
conquering the inner-space and frustrations of an 
insecure society. 

My feeling is not given 
because I am my brother's keeper, but more because 
Lammy brothér’s brother. 

And“ in’ conelusion, mays! 
predict a few things. If we legalize marijuana 
today, we will not be far from legalizing LSD and 
may I go as extreme as to say heroin also, because the 
prevalent theories of today say that you can do 
what you want as long as no one else is affected, 
and I am not an exponent of this theory. 

I just have a couple of 
recommendations, and then I will be around all day, 
and I want to hear the discussion on this, but I 
feel seriously that we need to coordinate our 
programs. 

In the city of ‘Moncton I have 
been asked to act as Chairman in setting up a drug 
centre in our community. We need to find out what 
is going on in other communities, how are other 
situations being educated, and how are other 
communities dealing with drug abuse. 

We need to educate, but 
so often I get the feeling that/our attempts to 
educate, sometimes they are merely conscience 


pleasers. 


We will write up a pamphlet, 
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send it to our schools, and therefore feel we have 
educated on the problem of drug abuse. 

It is so much easier to send 
a pamphlet and say, "There, you read itall oupgte 
send a film and say, "There, you view it," than to 
take the time and to take a kid aside and iy ito 
get involved with him. 

Thank you sir, for allowing 
the privilege of presenting this to you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 
Reverend Boden. 

Any questions? \ 

MR. STEIN: Yes, Reverend, I 
am interested in your comments about education. 

We have been told in various 
cases, that the difficulties in this area are 
compounded by the fact that it is presently illegal 
to possess certain drugs, and that because of this -- 
we heard this again yesterday at Fredericton -- it 
is very possible for a person in high school, or 
perhaps even in the clergy, to feel certain 
of what their grounds are when talking to a youngster 
who is in possession of an illegal drug. 

I have two questions for you. 
One is on this matter: do you feel that there is 
a problem in dealing with the person who is having 
problems with his use of the drug because of the 


illegal nature of possessing ae of 


That is the first question. The 


/ 


other question is, leaving aside the legalizing of 
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25 
marijuana, do you have any views about the appropriate- 
ness of having a criminal category for persons in 
possession of the drug? 

In other words, I am separating 
the legalizing of the drug from the question of 
dealing with users as criminals. 

So those were the two questions. 

REV. “BODEN:  +Isam' not “too sure 
how clear I am -- my mind is not ticking too good 
this) morning. 

On the first, I have dealt 
with kids, I have spent nights in the hospital with 
them when they were on trips and I have had them in 
my car when one day one guy was"speeding" -- a heart 
beat of 175 and things like this. I have had 
people call me ip, and say, "Look, we have kids who are 
on drugs, we know where they can get them should we not/tur 
this information over to the police?" 

I am in pretty close contact 
with the City Police; not as close with the 
RiC.M.P\’ It is my feeling “that the police are 
really looking for an alternative. 

For instance, a parent 
calls up and sayg, "Johnny is on LSD," you call the 

well : 
police, the police pretty/have to act. And Mrrst 
of all, the kid is usually paranoid, and this witl 
cause a hassle, and I think the police would 
really like an alternative, and say, "Look, you have 
a kid on drugs, well call", for instance myself, or 


"Gall the centre" and this gets it away from the 
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16 
legal aspect. 


Eefeel also that the police 
know as well as I do, who -- or as well as anyone 
in this city who are selling drugs, the majority 
of users, and yet I think they are waiting, they 
are human enough, 


We do not have the police 
where 
situation/our young kids are calling them a bunch 
of pigs, that we hear of so often. 
I think they are looking for 
an alternative. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me, just 
a bit more on that alternative, if I might. 
What role, this is the educational 
role, or some kind of other system? 
REV. BODEN: My main concern 
is with kids. I am not saying in emergency situations-+;- 
THE CHAIRMAN: I mean the police. 
What is it that they could conceivably do, whatever 
kind of role? 
REV. BODEN: Well I think 
they would like to face up, and say, "O.K. call Mr. 
Boden up" or"Call this organization up." because 
we have a situation -- I am talking now, not about 
the pusher, the twenty-eight, thirty year old ate 
I think what should be done with him is legal 
process. But I am talking about a thirteen, fourteen, 
sixteen year old kid, who is having drug problems, 
and I think also their parents want this. 


They want one place where they 
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can say, "Look, I can get help if I call this number", 
like Poison Control Centre. 

Now I am not sure of the 
other question. 

MR. STEIN: The other question 
was; you made it clear that you do not favour the 
legalization of drugs like marijuana or hashish. I 
am wondering if you have given consideration to a 
question regarding the appropriateness of dealing 
with users of these drugs, as we do now, as criminals. 

REV. BODEN: I just saw a 
fellow a few weeks ago get sentenced for five years. 

MR. STEIN: Possession, in 
other words, I am talking about. 

REV. BODEN: Yes, and I’ spent 
some time with the mother, and she said for two 
years -- over two years she has been trying to get 
help for that kid, and there was no place where 
she could get help. 

I guess I will have to say 
IT am not clear on the role that I think the law 
should play on this. My feeling, of course, to the 
hardened pusher , I am not sure who he is, 
where he fits ntosociety,and there is a point that 
a lot of the kids who use drugs could be classed 
as pushers, because this is how they get to use 
their own drugs. 

MR. STEIN: Do you have 


knowledge of pushers -- I mean, not by giving 


names, but is it your impression that in Moncton 
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the distribution of drugs like marijuana and hashish 
are obtained by young people from hardened, as you 
say , hardened class of pushers, or from one young 
person to another? 

REV. BODEN: Ltdente think 
we have many regular big-time pushers in our 
community, because it is not as profitable for them 
as, say, Toronto would be. 

But I have been involved 
enough in the drug culture, as I am sure you 
people are, to know the tremendous means of 
communication, and for example I had a meeting 
with one fellow, and I had to wait till his plane 
landed before I could talk to him, you know, this 
kind of communication is something that the average 
citizen, I mean -- they are going back and forth 
to TorontovlikeMit “isteoitng outcoftstyléi-etanee 
avoiding your question 

MROOSTEIN: ©YNow tYousstarted 
to answer it a minute ago, and you said you 
weren't, clear about the role of the law. 

REV. BODEN: Well I guess 
that is my answer, because I -am*not ‘sure.spel 
realize that they certainly have a vital role, 
and I am not a strong law and order man, but I do 
see their relationship so much that the law is a 
frustrating thing, because we use it when we have 
failed to cope with a problem, you see, and our 
easiest way is, rather than removing the cookie 


is to slap the kid's hand, and so often this is 
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a function of the law, but I think in this e1ey che 
law is pretty generally -- at least the City Police == 
are fairly well respected. 

MR. CAMPBELL: I have two 
questions I would like to raise, initially. 

You made the statement that 
you did not accept the proposition that the 
individual should be free to’ conduct his life”as he 
sees fit, so long as he does not injure other 
persons. 

I wonder if you could expand 
on your reasons for rejecting this proposition? 

REV. BODEN: Well I am 
concerned with what is going on in society today, 
and if I could see -- if I felt conscientiously 
that things were improving and I know this question 
is -- at least my statement is a critical one to 
make -- but I do think we have a responsibility,that 
governments have a responsibility,to legislate some 
things that may be good for me, or not good for 
me. 

For example, when we are 
driving a car we know that 65 is a safe speed, We 
know that 85 is not, and we don't hesitate to 
say that, because there is not such a personal 
connection with it. And I thtmk some of these 
other areas, I think that I, as a member of 
society, am weak enough that I need guidelines. 

MR. CAMPBELL: What criterion 


then do you use in establishing the proper grounds 
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: } is 
for interference into a person's lifeyfor his own 


good? 


REV. BODEN: Tf ‘try te not 


interfere unless I am invited to. 


MR. CAMPBELL: No, but you 
suggested that the state should interfere. 

REV. BODEN: Well I think 
society, or the state for example, would be irrational 
if it went ahead now without adequate research, say, 
in marijuana, for exampte, without real valid 
research. 

I think it has the responsi- 
bility to protect the society. Because look at 
alcohol. I think that alcohol is now costing more 
than we receive from taxes,in rehabilitation, 
imprisonment, law enforcement, and all these things. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Well this warrants, 
tne Sr oRau tien of alcohol? 

REV: BODEN: No, I don't like 
prohibition. In my mind it created a lot of adverse 
effects and perhaps made alcohol somewhat of a more 
enticing thing. 

I know my rationalizing here 
is very weak. It is a personal féeling that I 
have. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Well could you 
draw a line then, at the point where it becomes 
improper for the state to interfere in) the: Liuteson 


an individual? I am saying there must be some 
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REV. BODEN: Maybe this way: I asked a 
group of kids the other day on a drug program, 
and this was from a boys club, which is a fern 
good cross section, how many would like to see 
marijuana legalized? And I think two said they 
would, out of probably fifty. 

The same thing came to voting 
at age eighteen. I said, "How many of you kids 
would like to be able to vote at age eighteen?" 

I think there were three or four out of the whole 
group, 

And here on the other hand 
we have our politicians saying this is a good thing 
for yew kids to do, when really the kids say, "Look, 
when I am eighteen I don't feel I know enough."

I would 
say, you know, I am almost content at the way things 
are today, except Eke forceg kids who want 
to use drugs to break the law, beeause I don't know 
how in the world we can handle the drug problem, 
because I can't see -- for example it is illegal now 
and yet here we are discussing a problem in seciety, 
and this shows the breakdown, 

We can't have a prohibition 
because the majority are so easy to make. And if 
we say we prohibit against marijuana, well then 
we are still going to have our LSD and these kindy. 
of things.

who are shooting different kinds of substances to 


give them their high.

through the church, through the schools:

You made, it, clear that jou, are

not primarily concerned with the legal aspects, but

that you see your task of psychological or preventive,

humane aspects, and you just outlined a scheme 
16 ; 
which might work preventively, having the whole 
17 
family come down to school, for instance,in the 
18 : 
evening. 
19 


In other words, a move toward 
greater conditioning of the family. 

As you pointed out earlier, 
there is some alienation within the family that 
might contribute to the drug problem. 

Now, have you any more 
principles of preventive action, that might be taken 
in mind? And also, what do you do with the young 
people who are already on the drugs, some of them 
on it for a year or two,where . their approach is 


probably going to be different. 


Have you any therapeutic 
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principles in mind? How can they be brought back 
to society? 

REV. BODEN: I will try and 
go to that first point about other preventive 
measures. 

I think we have to sit down 
and re-think everything that we are doing in 
society for young people, for people in general. 

We are talking about young 
BRO nat eS simply get people off 
the street. We get them off the street,and maybe 
give them a volleyball or a basketball, and then, 
send them home. And I think somehow, and of course 
we always hear how the churchesfail@@in this aspect, 
and I think probably we have -- we get so concerned 
about amusing them we forget about principles. 

I am not saying principles, 
but I mean solid, or something solid or concrete. 

As I said the other night, I 
think when a kid goes to church he expectS somehow 
they are going to say something to him about God. 
Now they may have a ball game, or a basketball game, 
but, somehow, the majority of kids have questions in 
their mind. 

And yet we will have them, we 
will maybe give them a dance, or ae activity, and 
send them back, and really i## is not anything more 
than what the Y.M.C.A., or the school athletic 


program could do, and so here I ‘think Is” the fariure: 
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interesting, one of my visits to an establishment 
in the city where there is a lot of kids hanging 
out and I walked in there and I wasn't there two 
minutes and someone said, "Hey, you are a minister." 

And he said, "I always wanted 
to talk to someone about God." Here was:a guy that 
had been using drugs, and he had been in Clark 
Institute in Toronto, and he never had the 
Opportunity to talk to someone about God. 

Now these are some of the 
questions he had. If someone had talked sooner 
his mind would not be so messed up as it is now. 
I was able to sit down for about an hour and just 
talk over the old, worn out subject of God. 

So let's talk. problems, let's 
not set up programs and say, "Here, we have a 
program, you attend." Let's use the kids who want 
to attend to help set up our program, ard I have 
talked to many adults who say, "Look what we are 
offering, we have the Y.M.C.A., we have got St. 
Pat's, we have our hockey teams." Well.obviously 


maybe that is not enough, if we are going to try

We don't have marching bands, 
kids. 
that may interest some/ Our churches are very Narrow 
reaching. I think we have got to re-think all 
we are doing and in fact I am involved now with 
this Youth Inguiry by the Federal Government Secretary 


of State, and we have been talking about this quite 
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a bit lately. 

Why do we do this to kids? Was 
it just sort of to satisfy our conscience, or do 
we really want to help the kids, and I have to ask 
myself, working with kids on drugs,"Why am I here?" 

You know, I have got quite 
a lot of publicity from it, I appeared on T.V., I am hére 
this 

/ morning. Is that why I am here, or am I really 
interested, that maybe I have something that I can 
offer a kid in the religious area of life which is 
a great lack Of D8 to the majority. 

DR. LEHMANN: You mentioned 
another point;that you will be quite aware of the 
importance of getting involved with an individual, 
with a kid personally. 

Now, that is probably a very 
important factor. How can you conceive of any 
scheme by which more of these people could be 
found, or could be organized? 

REV. BODEN: We have a real 
Situation here, in the fact that we really have 
a non-existent mental health society, mental health 
situation in the city. 

I think it is maybe down to 
one part-time social worker. We don't have a 
resident psychiatrist. There are two psychiatrists 
in the city. One is leaving. 

To handle a population -- well 
the city is 50,000, but the area probably 100,000. 


We do not have a mental health Glinic.

I think they should have 
people that are free, resource people, to. do, euke on 
the street. You know, too much we are tied to our 
offices and desks, and this was my problem before. 

You know, it was more comfort- 
able to stay at my desk in my study, than to get 
out and spend some shoe leather to get to know 
these kids, and I think. this)is what we need, we 
need a mental health clinic. 

Even aS a minister, if I have 
an emotionally disturbed kid there is absolutely 
nothing I can do. Doctors have told me that it 
takes them six months to get a kid that they 
recommend as a referral, into the mental health 
clinic, six, months; a half a.year. 

And this is serious you know. 
And here is where we have let down. If we had a 
mental health clinic they could free some of their 
people to work in the streets. 

And we are not a big city. We 
have control. And it is a lot easier to tackle a 
problem here, than it would be in Toronto. And I 
am from Toronto, and\I know how the network just 
filters out along streets and there is nothing here 
for a few blocks and then, bang, you have another 
drug culture on a street or two. We don't have 
that problem here yet. And so we can Controle, 

We can.do a lot_akout, 14.4) But 


right now, as we sit here, we haven't done one thing 
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except a bit of education on drugs in the CiEy.. 

DR. LEHMANN: And the education 
is directed at the children? 

You made it clear, not at the 
teachers. 

Are the parents in any way 
included in the educational problem? 

REV. BODEN: Dr. Delaney and 
and other people 
T/have done quite a lot of speaking. We have 
spent a lot of time at home and school meetings and 
really the meetings have been fantastic, and the 
attendance has been usually almost double because 
the people are so concerned about the problem. 

But still, there 1S no communi-— 
cation with the teachers, and I am concerned with 
some of the attitudes coming from the Department 
of Education. 

I have a feeling -- and I have 
got to be careful what I am saying -- but I have 
the feeling they are almost trained not to recognize 
the problem. 

For example, I was called to 
one high school. The kid was in the class on a 
trip and I went in, and I talked to the powers that 
be, one of them called me up and they politely 


informed me, "Well, thank you for coming, but we 


will handle this ourselves." 


So fine. So you know what 


happened? The kid was sent home by himself at 
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10 o'clock in the morning. At 5 Suetsenee neem 
evening I had a call, the kid had still not shown 
up, Tuesday evening he went into the hospital, ehis 
was Monday, he not only ean a_trip,s but, he had 
suffered a concussion in an accident and they had 
sent him home alone, and ae is serious. 

I was talking to psychiatrist 
BO io said, "What will we do?" He said, "We 
will probably find the fellow in Jones Lake, or 
something.". Asad it.is the.old"head in. the sand" 
deal, that the problem doesn't exist if we don't 
see it, and it is a problem that is prevalent. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at 
the microphone? 

THE PUBLIC: \Dovcome back sir; 
to the preventive measures, the past few weeks I 
have involved myself ta0 in this drug question, and 
talked to as many cases as I possibly could, and 
I have spent quite a lot of money on gas_ and so 
on, but I found out from my experience with 
them that kids. today want a,place where they. can 
go to get information and help that they se need. 

Now I am under the impression 
thatstalkw.is Bign tt peas has been a lot of 
talk going on in Moncton on drugs. 

Talk is beautiful, buelireyed 
don't act, it's not worth it. 

Now. talking about who should 
be involved in this centre, if one was formed, 


there is one chap that I know particularly that has 
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been on drugs for four years, and he would like 

to come off this stuff, but there is nobody to help 
him, there is no place where he could go to get 
guidance, or some moral support on this matter, and 
he was asking me -- I mentioned this to nim, bhaeet 
was more or less interested in starting a place like 
this, but I thought I was alone on "ente, mmc 
met another chap tonight that mentioned there were 
four or five people in Moncton that were also 
interested in starting a place like this. 

Yow I told this kid, and he 
Said, "What could I do?" He said, “I have been on 
drugs for the past four years, I would like to 
come off, how could I go there and help you people?" 

And I said, "Well, you could 
go there and help the kids that are having a bad | 
trip. for ore thing.” 

And after a white; he sat 
there, and he said, "Well I don't know, it sounds 
to me like it is something uae is pretty hard 
for me to go there and do that,"because", he came 
iam still on drugs.” 

Well it's like I mentioned. 
I said, "Well for one thing #f you were-to 
possibly kick the habit and just come there as an 
example." 

Now Sone kids have been on 


drugs for two months, and they think they cant 


come off it. 


I said, "You have been on 1¢ 
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for four years, if you kicked the habit and came 
there we could use you for an example, and say, 
"Look this guy has been on it for four years, and 
hetas “off oF tpwhy can Pour" 

And I think possibly if a 
centre was formed in Moncton, and I am all for 
it, amd I hope there is a lot more people, I think 
possibly we could solve the drug problem sven as 
tt is here in town. 

From the fifteen kids I have 


talked to, there was at least twelve that would be 


| 
| 
ready to go to a place like this for help and 
guidance. What people want is facts. 
Its’ OVE. to help socitety,; 
but if you don't havefacts you are just confusing 
the issue, and you are just bringing alarm ter the 
public, which doesn't help any. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
Reverend Boden, Dr. Lehmann asked 
you about therapy. Do you have any bbiela cee 
on that? 
I think you referred to 
cases of the drug experience over some period of 
time, how you can effect -- how you can help 
restore a person in that situation, to a satisfying 
life. 
REV. BODEN: Dave (Wilderson) whoworks 
in New York was involved in a centre recently where 


he said there was one hundred addicts, and I belteve 


this was heroin, that he had helped rehabilitate, and 
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he gives the credit to the Lord. He said in 


one hundred addicts, if he could stand those one 
hundred converts up against any other rehabilitation 


centre in the world, and he said, "I have no fear 


that we will come up on top." because he thought 
there was something basic that religion and Christ 
CanedOrinna person's. life. 
For instance, a psychiatrist 
can patch things over, but there is something that 
religion can repair things. 
| 


Now I will say also, that I 


don't have a whopping lot of success to report. Welt, 
im ten kids that I started working originally with 


in Moncton, over the Christmas holidays five of 


those original ten left for Upper Canada, as we 
call it here, and this is pretty hard to take, because 
I know exactly probably in the Bathurst -- or 
exactly where they are going, and can probably tell 
you exactly what is going on. 

And this is a little upsetting 
because out of those ten, I am sure that all of 
them were pretty close to kicking the habit, and 
the majority had, because we built up a group 


therapy feeling, and I was frustrated because I 


had nothing else to do. 


I went to the Department of 
Youth, which we have set up in the province, and 
they politely told me that, "We handle drop outs, 


and..thateneuaa ll. 


And I thought, "Department of 
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Youth; that is a pretty broad term. You must be able t 
do something in the drug program in society." 

So it is not -- individuals 
can do a lot. Let me clarify another pointsbhat 
think I missed earlier, that a person who has not used 
drugs can communicate, and I have talked to kids who 
have said, "Why don't you come on a trip..with us; sand 
then.you will really know what it is all about". 

Well, I realize my limitations, 
because I have never used drugs, and I have no 
intention of using them. I know my limitations. 

Leadon \t. . intend to .speak.on wthings»that.iL<derm’t 
know about. I can't define a trip, for example, 
because I only know what kids have told me. 

So, we were at a meeting one 
time, and they said, "Anybody straight can't communi- 
cate with us", and we had been talking for over 
three hours, and I..said,.. "Well, maybe. L..had better 
leave.", and they said, "Where are you going?", and 
I said, "You don't get anyone straighter than I am. 
I've never been on drugs. You're saying I can't 
communicate." They said, "Well, I guess you can." 

Then I talked to some older ladies, 
and they said, "What can we do? We can't let our hair 
grow long, and put on beads, and so on, and go to a 
coffee house." And I said, "Well fine, what about an 
Old Folks’ Home?" A lot of it is from loneliness. "Di 
you ever think of just going down?" Like, for instance, 
kids go to the park and find an old. manys and, talk, to he 


for hours, and these are things where -- that we 
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can all do, where maybe only a few of us can 
work in the drug culture, but we all have a 
role, if this is a problem in society, which I 
believe it is. 

MR. CAMPBELL: You made a 
rather heavy stress on the need of mental health services 
in the community; 
jemsx is the implication of this the feeling that 

who 
most people/use drugs have in fact a mental health 
problem?

was on drugs I think this would be the logical 
place for me to call for help, but I think .some- 
one has given us statistics that 60 percent of 


us anyway have weaknesses, deficiencies mentally, 
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so drugs usually enhance on the weakness that 
we have, and I think this has been proven by 
someone through research, and so I am sure that 
habitual use of drugs would develop this problem 
that would have to be dealt with through mental 
facilities. 

Is that an answer sir? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at 
the microphone? 

THE PUBLICs ae Me, @Chaaxrment 
ladies and gentlemen, I am a hundred percent in 
favour of legislation, and a clinic where people 
under drug addiction may come for help, but I 
would also like to inject here that all of this, 
apart from biblical morality still leaves the 
problem unsolved in Moncton. 

The clergy and tee Christian 
men and women know that there is cure for drug 
addiction by faith in Jesus Christ, and many times 
we don't present this. We try by every other 
means. to.find a cure, but’ fail. toymaqoreonethe 
one thing that there is cure 4. 

I remember a commission that 
sat on the relaxation of the Lord's Day Alliance 
Act, and after all the briefs were heard and pre- 
sented, and well done, I asked the question, "If 
it was a moral question,

And I look 
at it this way, you can't set a drug addict on 
his feet without you giving him something else in 
place of it, and man has been born with this 
hunger and when he searches for things and gets 
them in the wrong view, well then he is not even 
satisfied then. 

I have a little experience 
with a girl who was a drug addict at that time, 
that was three years ago. We didn't know what 
to do with it, and so the girl has gone from one 
provincial hospital to another, and from one place 
bike’ that ‘to’ another trying “tocget help: 

But I had a little experience 
with an Indian girl that stuck by me. This l#ttle 
girl, it seems to me they told me it was 70 percent 
of all Indian girls in Toronto, who go to Kingston, 
go back again because there is nothing for them, 
and we worked very hard with this Indian girl and 
spent quite a bit of money on er Glace I hadnuvc 


heard from her finally for about four months, and I 
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Was quite worried and of course we have no strings 
attached to them, but we just worry about them, 
and we want to help if there is a problem. 

And so I wrote to her, and I 
Said, "Dianne I have been worried about you, so 
worried, I wonder where you are and what you are 
doing?" 

I wrote to her last address, 
and ,I got this little letter back, and as I Say, 
she stuck by me. She said, "Mrs. Calhoun, I am 
so glad you used that word "worried." She said, 
"Nobody in this God's world cares what happens to 
us, maybe, but you." 

Well you know, I think that 
to gH extent is the crux of, the matter, .2sr 2.7. 
They must feel that you want to help them,that you 
love them, and tk?s isn't some sort of a fad some- 
one wants to show off with, it is something that 
you want to, because you want, really, to help 
them. 

To an extent you want almost 
to be in their place, to sit down and to listen 
to them and talk to them.

REV. BODEN: Thank you. I 
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will be around all day. I am very interested in 
what goes on here. 

I want to say also’ that 
people get the feeling, as a minister, they get -- 
some woman said to me after a T.V. program, "Why 
don"t you preach to those kids?" And-I was sm a 
meeting that day with two young fellows, and they 
Said, "Reverend, did you get any criticizm?" and I 
Sala, Yes, i sure do.” 

And people say to me Tam 
not preaching’, and™he™sald; "You°are not “preaching =, 
and like the lady said, we have got to be there and 
tell it like it is. We are not living in some 
kind of a world that doesn't exist. 

And I keep saying that Christ 
was involved with people that we wouldn't be seen 
dead with. 

Thank you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

I call now on Dr. J.A. Delaney, 
who is a local surgeon.” “He*is also a’ City Coroner, 
but he is not appearing in this capacity. 

oat DELANEY: I might surprise 
you. 

Mr. Chairman, ladies and 
gentlemen. Reverend Boden and I have been making 
the rounds of the local community exposing the 
facts to the parents and to certain groups. 

I will have to disagree with 


him, as far as the teachers are concerned. I will 
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come to the rescue of teachers for just one 
second. 

I think that we are using 
teachers as whipping boys. The problem was there 
long before they came to school. Don't run down 
your teachers. They are there to help your kids, 
to teach them reading, writing, mathematics and 
God knows what, and they cannot replace the 
parents. 

Don't expect them to. They 
are not trained. They cannot replace the doctor, 
nor the psychologist, or the social worker or the 
psychiatrist. So I am sorry to have to take 
exception to what he said. 

Now I agree with him whole- 
heartedly in the rest. But don't blame our 
teachers. 

Why have I become interested 
in the drug problem? It is very short, and I 
will tell you what happened. 

About two years ago, we had 
in this area, eight deaths, three by hanging, one 
gun-shot wound, and four deaths from overdose of 
drugs. 

About a year previous to 
that, I made an analysis of the deaths on the 
Trans-Canada Highway in this area, and following 
blood tests that were taken on the victims that 
were driving cars, we come up with a statistic 


of 60 to 70 percent of drivers were impaired at 
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the time of the accident. 

I. then. put. ai noticésin, the 
paper to this effect, wrote a short article to biting “2 
to the attention of the public and then I felt 
breath analyzers were necessary, and this was 
three years ago. 

Going back to the eight 
deaths we had, one of these deaths involved an 
individual whom Bi ep dc and who was buried, and 
three months later one of his friends came to 
tell me that the kid had been taking drugs, and 
he had felt that the drugs were related to his 
death. 

Now this was a little late, 
and I felt that I had missed it. I started to 
compare it, and got a few kids, talked to them, 
and they just wouldn't talk to me about the drug 
situation. I was a doctor, and I was a coroner, 
and I was related to the police, and, therefore 
they wouldn't talk to me. 

So then I got to a couple 
of teenagers who went to one school, and did an 
analysis which I wouldn't say was very thorough, 
but came up with certain statistics, and I will 
not give you the percentages, but they felt that 
a certain number of kids, a fairly good number 
in grade 11 and 12, had tried marijuana once, but 
hadn't touched it again, that about 30 percent 
of-other kids had tried marijuana quite frequently 


and had been toying around with LSD. 
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And they felt that about 
10 percent of the same group of kids, and this 
would include a few drop-outs in the same schools, 
were tripping on week-ends, off and on. 

Y rele that "thistwas a 
problem, and starting out by an article in the 
paper, addressing a group of graduate nurses I 
mentioned the drug problem and nobody seemed to 
be interested. Then I addressed a number of 
service clubs and they caught on, and we have 
been exposing the problem ever since, at least 
to the limited audience that we have. 

I might mention that the 
association that I have had with the drug problem 
has been through kids, some that I have seen in 
my office, and some that have voluntarily come 
to the office to give me the information that I 
have got. 

I did not prepare a brief 
per se. One young chap got up and he said he had 
been on this problem for three weeks, and he said 
we'aré’ doing “a’lot of talking. Well) dT have been 
studying this problem for two years. I have done 

it is a matter of 
a lot of talking. I think/communication between 
the parents and the kids. I think between the 
community itself, and between the different 
religious groups, between the service clubs, 
between parents and children, between the police 
and everybody concerned, because this is a community 


problem, and nobody should *be' left out 
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Some people get panicky when 
they realize that there is a problem. They mustn't. 
This problem is here, and I think we are going to 
have to,deal with it. 

I do not have any cut and 
dried method of solving this problem. I wish I 
aid. 

There are certain facts that 
have come out in our survey. Now this survey is 
notrthedbest in the,sworld,-and »l wouldn't youeses 
down as being something, let's say, you couldn't 
contradict. But let's say this; that the kids 
tell me that students who have taken part in 
athletics seem to use less drugs. Kids that are 
well motivated and do well in their studies do 
not. abuse drugs; that a lot of the drop-outs seem 
to have a tendency to go to drugs; that students 
in commerce seem to take less drugs than the 
students in the sciences,seem to be less interested 
in drugs.

Now these are/taken for what 


they are worth. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse Mme, 
doctor, what survey is that? 

DR. DELANEY: That was a survey 
that I did with a couple of kids. I wouldn't say 
how exact this would be, this just gave us an 
impression of the drug utilization. in one scheel, 

I might say that. the principal 


took the same group of kids and came up within 
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5 percent of the same utilization statistics. 


THE CHAIRMAN: You didn't mention 


the figure. 


DR. DELANEY: I refuse to mention 


the schools --- 


THE CHAIRMAN: I meant the figure 


with respect to the use. 


DR. DELANEY: I didn't because ther 


was some doubt as to the exact percentage, as well as 


to°whether they are “correct ‘or not, and IT think eae 


is true. It doesn't matter, because I think if there 


is more than one kid on drugs, I think we have a problem. 


We know that there is a number, 


and the very fact that we know there is a certain 


number creates a problem. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I would be 


interested, Doctor, in a little more information 


concerning those eight deaths. I mean, I was 


given to understand you were not appearing in your 


official capacity, but needless to say, we would 


be very grateful for any benefit that you could 


give us from your knowledge, your experience as 


a coroner, as to what you 


of your connection. 


have seen in the way 


DR. DELANEY: Let's say the 


highway deaths were involved with alcohol and 


driving; certainly they were consuming more 


alcohol than they should have been consuming when 


they were driving a car. 


impaired. 


They were definitely 
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Not only that, they killed 
along with them a great number of people. One 
of these accidents involved the death of four 
other people, two families, a man and his wife 
were killed along with this other chap. 

Now to me this was serious. 
Not only did he die, but he killed four other 
people. And this really upset me. 

Now as you see, I am not 
pro-alcohol. There is nothing wrong with taking 
a drink, but there is certainly a lot wrong with 
driving while impaired. 

This brings me to another 
problem of the legalization of marijuana. It has 
the same effect so far as I know, in the studies 
that I have made, as alcohol, plus it has a 
hallucinogenic effect, which is greater than 
alcohol. And marijuana can lead to psychosis 
eventually. 

Now therefore I would have 
considered it a more dangerous drug,in a way, than 
alcohol. However, when they use it, an alcoholic 
becomes incoordinate, but a person on marijuana 
igs able to walk around and it is more difficult 
to detect. 

But there is a parallel, I 
believe, in the effects of the two. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I understood 


you to refer to eight deaths from other drug 


use; is that right? 
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DR. DELANEY: Eight fear iwee 
I didn't say "other drugs", I said three from 
hanging, one from gun-shot wound, and four from 
taking drugs. 

Not only that, but we also 
had in that year three attempted suicides. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I'm sorry, 
what is the relevance of the three from hanging, 
to this problem? 

DR. DELANEY: I would: say it 
proves to me that we have emotional imbalance, 
emotional problems in our society. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Is this 
suicide? 

DR. DEMANEY2: Ol tyesyaieney 
are all suicides. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Dr. Delaney, 
a press report I have, Moncton paper, October 24th, 
1965, where you are quoted in some length on this 
issue.

CAMPBELL: It seemed like 
an important statement. 

DR. DELANEY: I would like 
to clarify 2t. 

I said that the abuse of 
drugs has caused four deaths in our community. 
They*saida "...the illegal Use” and the paper ac 
the time took this to be "the illegal use"of drugs 
such as marijuana, hash, and LSD, etc. This is 
not true. 

It was the abuse of legally 
prescribed drugs that brought along these deaths. 
But this in itself is a factor, as far as 1 am 
concerned, because we have an overall local 
factor of, I believe, not necessarily an abuse, 


but people seem to be needing more drugs today,

while some of these kids have been there from the 
effects of speed, and I know of the chap that he 

excessive heart beat and 

brought in with Ahe very rapid pulse complaining 
of angina from an overdose of speed, and clinically 
I know this, but you know as well as I know that 
these drugs that we use in medicine to lessen 
your appetite have caused a lot of addiction 
among our patients, and I know that a lot of my 
patients will call because they are ten pounds 
overweight, "Well would you give me some of these 
appetite reducing tablets,"they call them, but 
appetite suppressants, and once they get on them 
they are very hard to get off averyig avery idiasseu le. 

Soe othis ais rthe,oldistery, they 
take these first tablets to stop them from eating, 


they drink coffee which is another stimulant, and 
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that night they can't sleep and they call the 
doctor and he is a pretty good fellow, and "Would 
you give me a sleeping pill?" you see. 

So this becomes an up and 
down, and a very dangerous -- I know this has 
happened in my practice. I am sure that any 
doctor in any community would say the same thing, 
if he would dare. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Do you know 
from your reading as a coroner, and I assume 
coroners sort of exchange information on subjects, 
do you know of any case in which death has been 
attributed to the use of marijuana? 

DR DELANEM: BNO, Siecannor 
say definitely, because the information I got 
on the death of this chap, was that this boy had 
taken drugs, and this was all I knew, and I tried 
desperately to find out which it might be, but I 
was unable to. 

THE CHAIRMAN: But in your 
reading, have you seen any alleged death due to 
marijuana? 

DR. DELANEY: Not directly, 
but what is interesting is that we did have a 
car accident not long ago in which there was a 
death, and there was some doubt as to whether or 
not one of the kids involved was under marijuana, 
and this is a supposition, and I don't know. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at 


the microphone? 
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THE“PUBLGIC: Yes. | To. come 
back to what Dr. Delaney has just said there, 
about the press, I am inclined to believe -- not 
that I want to knock anybody from the press -- 
but I am inclined to believe that the press would 
probably have a part to play in the taking of drugs 
now. 

I'may’ be too strong on this 
point, but I find myself, that a lot of people 
read in the newspapers about drugs. These are 
not facts, but they hear of arrests and so on, 
and from some of the kids I have talked to, they 
said that they have heard about this, and it 
was mentioned all over the place, and they wanted 
to find out what it was like, and therefore they 
went to their friends to find out what their 
friends had experienced. 

Their friends mentioned this, 
and from that they figure, well this sounds like 
fan, so “LMwinsh try it toc. 

So the only thing now, is if 
the press didn't try to make so much about drugs, 
not to say so much about them, probably we could 
have a part there where it would help them solve 
the problem. 

For instance, it) ls’ allwell 
and fine to hear about the police arresting people 
caught in possession or trafficking of drugs, but 


this, as far as I am concerned, is doing more 


harm than good.

DR. DELANEY: I am inclined 
to agree a little bit with this chap, (though 2 
am not against the press by any means, but let 
me say this: I think it is their job to process 
the news, I think there is no question. 

But according tothe kids 
when I was doing this bit of summarvithet ode, 
an item came out in the papers stating that LSD 
did affect the chromosomes, and they had quite 
an article about it, and the use-of LSD in this 
community went away down. 

About a month later, another 
article came out, contradicting this, and the use 
of LSD popped right up again. 

And the kids tell. .me. thas, 
and I believe them, because they have been at 
least very truthful with me, and I think we 
have some of the best educated and smartest kids 
we have ever had. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at 
the microphone? 

-THE PUBLIC: .. Yes... L. wanted 
to come back to what Dr. Delaney said about the 
teachers’ role in this. 

You said that.the teachers 
are not replacing the parents. Well I have been 
going to school for twelve years now, and that 
is all the teachers have been telling me, is that 


the teachers are, while you are in school, replacing 
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the parents. And I have heard this so many times, 
and I can see why, because in school you can see 
that the drug problem today is affecting our 
social life,and school has something to do with 
our social life, so it is a lot of times affecting 
our school work. So if you are in school five 
days a week for six hours, if you can't go to a 
teacher for help when you need it, who can you 

go tos 

Well you say, "Your parents." 
Well sometimes your parents really don't understand, 
because of what the papers have been saying. 

Well maybe I am wrong, but 
a few years back drugs were not introduced around 
here, and the only place we heard of drugs were 
in papers, and these drugs were usually"hard drugs; 
heroin. That's when there were no drugs around. 

And as soon as someone heard 
the word "drugs" they automatically put in 
"addict" at the end, and as soon as the drug 
problem came to our society, our parents, when 
they said, "Well the kids are taking drugs now” 
They automatically said, "Well our kids are drug 
addicts now," and it is not so, 

And they are panicking and 
saying, "Well you are a drug addict." You come 
home at late hours at night, and they say, -- 
and you are tired, and they say, "You have been 


on drugs." They don't trust you anymore. 


You go to a dance, you come 
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home late, they say, "Well you have been on drugs. 5 

You maybe sit home at night, 
you don't feel well, and they say, "Well you are 
on drugs." And everything you do now is, "You 
are on drugs." and that's 311. 

DR. DELANEY: I agree with 
you one hundred percent, and I am in sympathy, 
and this is why I have been trying to get to the 
parents and discuss exposing drug facts, and try 
to explain nothing but the facts, and the truth. 

But let me tell you this, 
as far as teachers are concerned. I don't think 
that the teachers can replace adequate parents, 
and it would be my impression where the schools 
are so involved in the drug problem, that we 
have attached to each school a social worker, who 
could talk to these kids, or psychologists to 
whom these kids could go with their problems, 
because I don't think the teacher can know 
everything about human behavior, changes in 
personality and all this. 

And it is even a problem for 
me, and I have been.a trained doctor and surgeon, 
and I have had all kinds of psychology, and I 
have not been able to handle all the personality 
problems, or the emotional disturbances that even 
my patients have. 

This would be my answer to 
it, that each school have, not just. a digtricEe, 


but each school have someone that is trained to 
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detect these problems that the kids have, and 
that the kids could go to them freely, without 
being sent to the police if they have a drug 
problem. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
Reverend Boden? 

REV. BODEN: I think some- 
thing here, back again to the teacher bit, ‘which 
I guess I introduced, looking at the majority of 
kids I have worked with, they haven't had a home 
life -- Iam not “saying ‘this is) characteristic 
of drugs or broken homes or anything like that, 
but if a teacher sees a kid six hours a day that 
is probably fifty percent more than a parent will 
see the kid. 

And also, what I was trying 
to refer to, was that we are trying to educate 
more kids and giving them the pamphlets, and yet 
our teachers are involved: in the classroom 
situation where this is discussed, and I am sure 
at least once a week it comes up somewhere in 
discussion amongst society. 

What I am saying is that they 
have to be informed, because I am afraid many 
parents know more than teachers, because the 
parents will get it through the Home and School, 
and what I am saying is that at least the teachers 
at one of their conventions, simply have to spend 
-~-~ I don't care if it is two hours, but some time 


at least, informing themselves about the drug 
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problem, the same as all the rest of society has 
todo. 

Buty to we , eit! efthescare 
before the horse, if we are pouring out films 
and pamphlets to our schools, and if our staff 
and principals don't understand the problem. 

Pirst:ofsall,evyousshoutecnae 
be putting in these pamphlets unless you under- 
stand them, because they may be all wrong, and I 
know of teachers in high schools who have not 
read one of these pamphlets, which just about all 
the students have been asked to read, and this is 
to me, a very serious situation. 

And then on the press, let 
me say I appreciate the words of the press. There 
have been some bumbles made, but unless the press 
had proceeded and started to write some articles 
on it, we would still be back where we were last 
September, saying there was no situation of drugs 
in Moncton. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

Yes; would you like to come 
down to the microphone? 

THE PUBLIC: My name is 
Mr. Tibbett, I am the principal of this high 
school. I just want to say a word, that 
when one is the principal of an organization as 
large as mine, that you would have a riot or 


something, so I had what you call a "liaison 


committee." 
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Each teacher in grade twelve 
appoints a person -- appoints, you understand, I 


don't want a demigod, appoints one of their solid 
citizens, and I meet with solid citizens about 
once a month now, and what we talk about -- well, 
the hair. 

The longer the hair, 
the shorter the marks. We have some exceptions. 


There are exceptions, always. 


I had a meeting the other 
day with my liaison committee, and they said 
"Let's play down this drug problem, because people 
keep harping, and»harping onanthllev Andyd thank 
some of these young people in the press, and I 
think I will say alsomthatelodthinkttherT we; 
our C.B.C. seems to glorify and give a chance to 
talk, to people who are away out. 

Maybe our whole civilization 
is wrong, in that a play we had last week from 
N.B.C., from Atlantic Theatre, I advertised among 
my children here, and I was shocked when I got 
here with the foul language, and now it seems that 
four-letter words etc. have to be in every play, 
and it has to be about sex or homosexuals, and 
that type of thing. 

And there doesn't seem to 


be any play about an ordinary fellow like I am, 


or like you are. 


We are away out, and I think 
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quite often I am going to criticize the C.B.C. 
for playing up that small percentage. 

I have fifteen hundred and 
eighty-four children here, and I only got a dozen 
that are causing me any trouble. 

I have got some drugs here, 
certainly, buttIcdon!t thinkrithsyas thigh}iand I 
think these teenagers could often brag that they 
have taken drugs and they haven't taken drugs. 

And if you keep playing it 
up, you think, well, if it's in the paper, some- 
body tries it. 

Our children are well 
educated, they are better than they have ever 
been before. They are fine citizens. 

We are going to put ona 
play, "Carousel," and you would be surprised 
at the co-operation we are getting here. And 
we don't condemn the fellows on the drugs. I 
know a fellow here, I know he is on drugs, I 
know he is selling drugs, and we are not trying 
to condemn people, we are trying to save them, 
that is my policy. 

Does anybody want to ask 
me anything? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Lehmann? 

DR. LEHMANN: I was just 
wondering, it sounds quite heartening, your 
approach, and apparently you have a very good 


idea and contact -- you have a good idea of what 
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is going on, and a contact with the scene, but 
isn't there a possible danger that if there are 
among all of these kids, if there are twelve who 
do take drugs --- 

MR. TIBBETT: You have me 
wrong. I am talking about general people who 
are giving me troubles, truancy, insulting 
the teacher, and all that type of thing. 

I:donttwomly know) oft 
hand that half a dozen are taking drugs, and 
actually the one that I am trying to save, because 
he has been on for some time. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: What 
do you do with those who you know do take 
drugs? 

MR’... TIBBETT: Well, we did 
this the other day: we sent a fellow to a 
medical doctor. I don't kKnoWiat Ibidon yt! know a 
thing about drugs. 

I saw a boy the other day. 
This is what happened: he came out of an exam, 
and he didn't do well on the exam, and I followed 
him into the toilet. And he was bathing his head 
in water, and getting himself acclimatized. I 
thought he had taken drugs by the way he wrote. 
He didn't write anything. He just filled a page, 
and half of it was nonsense, and I sent that 
fellow to a medical doctor. 


I don't know whether the 


doctor knows anything about drugs. 
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DR. LEHMANN: Well, I don't 
know whether that was a medical problem, if he 
can't write his examination paper he may be sick, 
and then again, he may not be sick. 

He may have a pedologic 
problem, or some social problem, or he may be 
taking drugs. 

MRO°TIBBETT; Ohi heeiss 

DR. LEHMANN: Well, it 
isn't necessarily a medical problem. 

My question really was, if 
you have half a dozen, you would not be apprehensive 
apparently about the possibility of a contagious 
spread of this, as other cities have experienced, 
or we are told anyway. 

MRI BEES HA gt, dontcemiiznk 
so. You know, these kids are quite sensible. 

tT find that the ordinary 
run of the mill -- now you have people who are 
emotionally upset. We have a guidance man, and 
I have twenty-four years in guidance myself, and 
I am quite approachable, as a principal. 

ltvecagtifacultveoyoeda 
principal, and at one time be a disciplinarian 
and another time be something else. 

I think the rage is over. 
Maybe it is a sporadic things ©» Letgmestelltyou,, 


the Mounties came in --f suppose I am talking to 


the press? 


THE CHAIRMAN: The press is 
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here. I occasionally ask them to take things 
off the record, but I ink Poo are pretty well know 

MR. TIBBETT; I have been 
a teacher here since 1932, so everyone knows me. 
A Mountie came in here first about three years 
ago, and the Mountie said, "Tibbett, you have 
got ten percent in your school taking drugs." 

And I said, "“Youcare Crazy. 
And I went along the hall and I went to the very 
bright group. And in that, 1 sald, "New acon ue 
want to know any names",you see. 

And in that first elace, 
only six people knew anybody who had taken drugs, 
and that was two years ago. Only six. And 
then I went along the hall and I asked a new 
class, did they think that was high, and they 
said, "That man is crazy’, the ordinary run 
Se the mill. 

And I have a class which I 
take in, which has to fail.to get in the class: 
It’ is a class that: I start in the middle of 
the year, and there was twenty-eight in that 
class. They were all overage, and everyone knew 
someone in that class that was taking drugs. 

And then I had an idea about 
the thing. But we haven't had -- I have had 
three people with ability, very high, ability, 
who left before Christmas who were on drugs. 

And the students, some of 


them were a loss, and have great potential, and 
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I tried my best. I spent an hour and a half with 
one fellow to tr Peng B¥A0 Sn Bee TEMOuiIs 

He is now in one of the 
drug areas of the city of Toronto. I get a feed- 
back too, you see. 

Have I answered your 
question, sir? 

DR. LEHMANN: Yes. 

MR. TIBBETT: Thank you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 
My edlibbett:. 

Gentleman at the microphone?

THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman 
at the microphone? 

I was just wondering if 
perhaps we should hold Dr. Delaney any further. 

THE PUBLIC: Gentlemen, 

I am a student here, and I have been for two 
years, and I have seen the drug problem grow 
in the school. 

I have agreed partially 


with Mr. Tibbett, that the news media does give 
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too much attention to drugs. 

I use the example of this 
Slaying in the paper the other day, the LSD 
slayingy "As¢far as“@I lan concerned, it was un- 
founded. The doctors say it was under the 
assumption that these people were under the use 
of the LSD. 

I just feel that this 
was very irresponsible for them to put this 
into the paper at the time, because of the 
LSD being used in this city, people don't 
realize in this city whatis being used. They 
feel that the drug problem is not a serious one. 

I can recall the big 
push in the United States that the Mexican 
government put on the Border a few months back, 
and they slowed the supply of marijuana down, 
so that even in this area it was affected. 

Well, the LSD was used 
in this area because the lack of marijuana was, 
as some people put it, scandalous. 

We have many problems in 
the society, but this is the EtG Gest ie os prob- 
lem, and we have heard of people jumping out of 
windows because they are on LSD and we have 
heard of people killing people because they are 
on LSD, but how ‘tant? times do we hear about the 
man in Toronto or Montreal that walks down the 
street drunk and shoots somebody, or under the 


influence of something, some other kind of drugs 
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that they cannot handle? 

I mean, we had a speaker 
in here the other day who spoke of the drugs 
that are readily available to anybody, and yet 
the law does not really prescribe punishment 
for a person under the influence of drugs driving 
an Car's 

There was a case in court 
where one man had taken too many Contac-C tablets, 
which I can go and buy, or any thirteen-year old 
can go and buy, and he was acquited of dangerous 
driving because of this, because of the fact that 
he didn't know that they contained any drugs, 
while he was driving. 

Another drug that is readily 
available to the students, is benzedrine. Now 
parents, people think that heroin is one of the 
hardest drugs, heroin isn't, because I know, I 
personally know boys that have been on heroin, and 
have kicked the habit themselves. 

I mean, it is hard to believe 
because of course he is not a three or four year 
user, he was only three or four months on heroin, 
but then again this benzedrine, it 1s a speed 
tablet. You can get it, your wife can get it. 
Anyone can get a prescription. It is a diet 
pill that when crushed and diluted with water, is 
shot into the veins, is commonly known as speed, 
and is used to a great extent in this city, and 


not very many people realize this. 
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And ltehasegottenvtona 
point now, where they have given this marijuana 
Such a big write up, whether we should legalize 
it, whether we should -- Mr. Stanfield didn't 
feel that they could deal with drugs, or with 
Marijuana, as prescribed by the law, and I agree 
with him. 

I agree a hundred percent 
that marijuana should be taken off the narcotics 
list, and should be dealt with in a different way. 

We don't consider mental 
illness a crime; we don't consider alcohol as a 
crime, we consider it a disease, and it is about 
time we considered addiction as a disease. 

And also, this is the way I 
feel, and I thought I would express these. Is 
there any questions? 

THE CHATRMAN: West gDean 
Campbell? 

MR. CAMPBELL: You used 
the phrase "drug problem" repeatedly. Can you 
tell me what you see as the problem aspect of 
drugs? 


Where does the problem arise 
here? 

THE PUBLIC: You have mothers 
and fathers who go to play Bridge, father is. out 
giving speeches, he is an executive; he is, I don't 
know, just a man about town, he has no time for 


his children, and these families have money, and 
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as far as I am concerned they feel they can buy 
their children off, and this is one of the main 
results of drugs in the upper-class homes. 

The lower-class homes, the 
child is wanting to be "in" with the crowd; he 
feels, "If I take LSD it doesn't matter whether 
I have nice clothes, or whether I have money to 
spend, as long as I am “tripping" with them, I 
am with them, and I am one of them." 

And LSD builds up great 
expectations in a person. “I Rnow’ thie for se 
fact. It builds up great expectations in a person 
whereas after you come down, you really don't 
consider LSD a problem when you come down. 

You consider it more of a 
help, because it has brightened your life a 
little bit more. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What are the 
expectations it builds up? 

THE PUBLIC: Well, 2f you 
tell yourself that you are something that you 
are not, you believe it. 

You believe it when you 


are straight, and after you have come down you 


believe. this. 


Like,"I am more important 
than anybody else in this whole town, and that's 
that the way that everybody has got to LOOK tae 
me." and you believe it, and this is one of. the 


effects of LSD on a person. 
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So far as marijuana is 
concerned, it is not an hallucinatory drug. You 
don't hallucinate on it. It is a "downer" I guess 
you would. call it. It-is a more "go to sleep" 
Sore. Of thing, you: Know ,at weca good feeling. 

I. don't know, I) dont ‘feature 
is serious. Like Mr. Tibbett said, the news media 
plays it up so big that, sure; canigo out, and 
take LSD and then the police can pick me up and I 
can say, "Oh, quick, get me a doctor, quick, I am 
flipping out," and I am not flipping out; 1 am joe 
laughing at the policemen, because he has got to 
get me a doctor, he has to, because the police in 
this area don't know what to do. 

I have talked to Corporals 
and Sergeants, and I have gone to Mr. Tibbett about 
the usage of drugs in this school. I agree with 
Mr. Tibbett to the point, everything he said today 
was just about true, except he thinks there is 
just about half a dozen in this school. 

If he thinks there is only 
half a dozen, well I have tried to explain to him. 
I. say -- the R.C.M.P. officer that came sineane 
said ten percent, he is not as crazy as everyone 
says he is, in fact I would say he is a little 
off, I would say it is fifteen percent. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The use of 
what drug? 

THE PUBLIC: Well you can

marijuana. 

THE CHAIRMAN: They use LSD 
more here than marijuana? 

THE PUBLIC: I would defanivery 
Say that, because I know, as far as smoking 
marijuana leading to something greater, well I 
think this is something Phat counted eecd eee said 
it,because as far as I am concerned fifteen or 
twenty percent of the kids that try drugs in this 
city started out with LSD. 

I have had personal friends 
who were policemen, not in this city, but other 
cities, who are "Speed freaks" as you would call 
it now, "junkies" if you want to refer toa 
personal case. 

But the drug problem, I 
approached the Citizens Committee, I went to one 
of the doctors in this city, I won't mention any 
names, but as far as this city the doctors want -- 
I will exclude Dr. Delaney -- they want publicity. 
As far as I am concerned, they want to get their 
name attached to this, and it's just like the 
politicians, kiss their babies, it's good for a 
vote. 

I don't know, you are not 
going to get anywhere by saying, "We are going 
to do this, we are going to do that." That show 
on television was so packed with politics. It 


was one man representing P.C.'s, one man represent-— 
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ing the Liberals, and anybody who didn't represent 
anybody there represented himself -- that repre- 
sented himself, when he tried to say something 
they called him foolish. You know in half an 

hour -- that T.V. show was terrible. We didn't 
see the real T.V. show. I wish we did only see 
the half hour, instead of the two-hour thing we 
did see. 

If we have men coming in here, 
you are going to have men from the Provincial and 
Federal government, and they are going to say "Drugs 
are bad, look at my statistics." You are not going 
to fight it that way. You are going to have to 
take students who have taken it and stopped and look 
in the city. And if the person was an alcoholic, 
you are going to take them and stand up on a plat- 
form and say, "Look at what has happened to me. 
Look what happened to (inaudible), look what 
happened to my life, look what happened to my wants, 
my desires," because I know kids who had desires, 
who had wants to go places, to do things, they don't 
really Cameos ae: 

They look forward.to, the,week-— 
end where they cafiout of. school,.and,; takesa,'trape 
Everything is really groovy for twelve to fourteen 
hours. I have seen a lot, I have seen more possibly 
than even the doctors, because people who say, you 
know, kids that flip out, Say, "Don't take me to 
the hospital, whatever you do, because I will 


really freak out there." They give you a doctor 
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' and a cup of coffee, and he tries to talk you back 
toe Teak ty . 
3 

And when a person is on acid 
4 that is one place they don't want to go back to, 
5 because when a person freaks out on acid they see 
6 something that scares them,and they want to get 
7 so far away from it that even if you mention a 
8 hospital -- and this is why you have so much -- I 
9 mean, they are really gone when they get to a 
10 hospital. They even know it is a hospital when 
11 they are gone, because they see the name going on 
12 the list, they see the police involved. Law is 
is no way to fight this. 
14 I mean, five years in prison, 
15 Lf 7 ee caught with marijuana five years in 
16 prison is not going to change my views on it, and 
17 I think the government has to realize this.

THE CHAIRMAN: Why are you 
against it? 

THE PUBLIC: 1 am not) againer 
marijuana, I am against LSD or methadrines, or any 
drugs like this, and I think it's about time the 
pharmaceutical associations made this less available. 

It is readily available, and 
of course you have got to tell the parents also, 
but I am certainly not against marijuana, I certainly 
am not, because I think it is about time the 
government does do something about it. 

DR. LEHMANN: Excuse me. 

May I ask a question of Dr. Delaney? 

Benzedrine has not been used 
as much as an amphetamine any more for years, and 
I am surprised it is so easily available as an 


appetite depressant. 


DR. DELANEY: Well they get 


it on the black market. 


DR. LEHMANN: Well the black 
market, but that doesn't mean in the drug store. 


Now can you get it without prescription in drug 


stores? 
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DR’. DELANEY?” You are not 
supposed to. 

MR. CAMPBELL: What about 
reality? 

DR. DELANEY: Oh, you can 
get it. I was told that seventy million tablets 
prescribed last year in Canada, they figure half 
of these were gotten without prescription. 

DR. LEHMANN: And that goes 
for amphetamines as well as barbiturates and so on? 

DR. DELANEY: No. Barbiturates 
are much more controlled. 

DR. LEHMANN: Barbiturates are 
more strictly controlled than amphetamines? Why 
is that? 

DR. DELANEY: © I'don"t know, 
but I know patients will get them. You have to give 
a prescription to the patient to last three months. 

I have seen them carry on for 
a year, two years and three years. 

I am not accusing pharmacists, 
but some of them are a little remiss in what 
they are doing. I don't think they should be 
using them in the first place, but I think it is 
a fact. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Were you 
talking about the use of benzedrine as such. I 
thought you said at the beginning "benzedrex", and 


benzedrex inhalers, of course, are used. 


THE PUBLIC: Benzedrine. 
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Another drug -- stromonium -- have you ever heard 
of the word "stromonium"? 

THESBUBLICS? 2LE «you. spray 
stromonium on catnip and smoke it, it's just like 
a trip. You hallucinate on this drug, and the 
catnip smells exactly like marijuana smells, and 
this is why I say that if marijuana isn't controlled 
by the government you are going to start having 
things like this coming in, which the drug stromon- 
ium brings to mind, and drugs like this being 
used by other young people, and you just can't 
overlook it. 

Another thing, a heroin addict 
is a person like you or I, except that he uses 
heroin. We have to have food, water and sleep to 
live. He needs food, water, sleep and heroin. And 
it doesn't really hurt him physically. 

I mean, by looking at a heroin 
addict if he has his right dosage you can't really 
tell that much about him. 

But a speed freak, if you 
look at a speed freak, his hair is all gone, his 
teeth are gone, I mean twenty years old his teeth 
are rotten when -- his hair is gone, and things 
like this. 

And as far as the drug heroin 
is concerned, this is severaltimes worse than 
heroin, and it is much, much easier to obtain. 


I think, like the doctor said, 


half of it is obtained without prescription, and 
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like I say, they squawk too much about marijuana. 

I think they should think 
a little bit more about harder drugs. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is your 
impression of the extent of heroin use among 
young people? 

THE PUBLIC: I have met only 
one person, as I say, using that drug. I don't 
think that even kids, I think kids that take LSD 
in this city just want to get away from reality 
and life, and that is just a general use of the 
word "life", life in general. 

As far as heroin is concerned, 
Pvdon't: think ‘they use, it im thisrcityoutPossibly 
there is one or two people that are hooked on it, 
and doctors can prescribe heroin to -- isn't there 
one the R.C.M.P. mentioned -- yes, there is one. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You yourself 
earlier, I thought, referred to having known several 
young people who had kicked heroin by themselves. 

That is the reason I ask. 

THE PUBLIC: I knew one fellow 
who had kicked it by himself. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Only one? 

THE PUBLIC: Yes .« He had 
been living in Toronto, and he had come home. He 
used it a little down there. It is readily avail- 
able here, if you want heroin you can get bit: « nie 
you want anything in this. city you can ,get ‘it ;s<And

THE CHAIRMAN: Apart from 
this argument though, based on logic which you 
question, apart from statistical arguments, from 
your own observation and understanding of dshve 
psychology of the drug user, and let us say it 
has also been said to us that the drug user wants 
to move on to more interesting and stimulating 


things, looking for better kicker 


You yourself describe marijuana 
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as pretty innocuous and pretty feeble in effect. 

From your knowledge and 
understanding of the drug user, do you think there 
is nothing in that contention that the use of 
marijuana can be encouraged to look for a stronger 
drug? 

THE PUBLIC: No, because 
take the boy who drinks a beer. If he wants to 
drink -+) go, to\.rum.)i Ifiyouistant with cum,k you 
will stay with rum. 

I have to agree, in a sense, 
that you do have something there, possibly a marijuana 
smoker may go on to other drugs. But I think that 
if you legalize marijuana, I don't think you 
will -- I will go back to my first statement, when 
I earlier came here, they put a clamp on marijuana 
in Mexico, in the United Statesm they stop hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of it coming in, and what 
do they find, six hundred pounds of hash just near 
Saint John. 

Well, they stopped this from 
coming through, and the kids use drugs, heavy 
drugs in this city, the kids who smoked marijuana, who 
said they wouldn't use it, use it because they wanted 
to use something on the weekend. I mean they just 
wanted to get away. Andtwho*aredyou topsay == 
you can't say, because you don't know enough 


about it; which is worse, liquor or marijuana.

Please go on with your 
conclusions. 

THE PUBLIC: I have concluded. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you 
very much. 

DR. DOWD: The Moncton 
Co-ordinating Council on the non-medical use of 
drugs has just been recently founded, approximately 
three weeks ago, and is now attempting to gather 


the factual information, and reliable opinion from 


the many sources, so that we can begin an educational 
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counselling and a rehabilitative program soon. 

At the outset, I would state 
Get ore basic obstacles that we have to overcome 
before we proceed with any degree of surety, So their 
efforts will be successful. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I wonder if 
you could speak a little more closely to the 
microphone? 

DR. DOWD: All right. 

The six basic obstacles that 
we have to overcome, are fear, ignorance, apathy, 
impatience, distress and confusion. 

Most of them, we believe, can 
be overcome by study and discussion and open 
communication between, and within the various 
groups concerned or affected. 

But confusion stands out as 
our. major problem. There is a wealth of opinion 
regarding the causes, effects and solutions to 
the drug problem, but it is proving very difficult 
to obtain solid facts, and experience learned by 
others. 

This leads to our first 
recommendation, that the National Department of 
Health should establish a group to evaluate the 
findings of various groups on the basis of their 
scientific ability, so that facts can be separated 
from pure opinion. 

Secondly, there is a need 


to analyze the educational programs already under- 
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taken in various centres, so that mistakes will 
not be proliferated. 

One quite often gets an 
Opinion that the program tried elsewhere had a 
negative effect, while others in the same 
Organization claimed a resounding success. 

Volunteer organizations like 
ourselves, find it very difficult to analyze 
programs in another city. However, we ourselves 
find it difficult to analyze our own efforts. 

And thirdly, pharmacologists, 
psychologists, and social scientists can be 
encouraged to undertake giant studies as to the 
effects of drugs, causes and social implications, 
so that programs can be started with a wider 
degree of knowledge. 

Basically, our group hopes 
that we can help people to make an informed 
decision. 

Now I have a couple of 
comments to add to what has gone on here today. 
This last gentleman that spoke mentioned that 

} 
civic organizations, governments,may be just in 
it for publicity, and anybody who is not a drug 
user or over thirty wants publicity, that all 
politicians are bad, and that the press is guilty 
of completely sensational reporting. 

This factor I stated earlier 
of distrust is a very real factor, and unless we 


can break down, I mean -- people will have opinions 
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on this as to what is wrong, but we have got to 
have communication. This has not existed, and 
we hope it will establish soon. 

But the community at large, 
the people interested in drugs, and the drug 
problem, are not that many. It is only recently 
that we have suddenly decided that we do have a 
drug problem, and I think’ the press is“to be 
congratulated on their efforts to put these 
forward without sensationalism. 

We may read about sensational 
acts. in other areas coming’ in, “but T-den"™ te tnink 
the press can be accused of this here in Moncton. 

The various groups that have 
been interested in this have been more or less 
tied together with this co-ordinating group, and 
we felt that we have to educate ourselves before 
we can do anything, and the fact that a program 
was done, or has been tried in other areas does 
not indicate it has occurred here in Moncton. 

However, we are moving and 
studying these various programs so we can under- 
take something. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is the 
composition of your committee, Dr. Dowd? 

DR. DOWD: You mean numbers? 

THE CHAIRMAN: I mean as 
representative. 


DR. DOWD: I represent the 


-- there are representatives from the Home and 
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School Asseciation,. Y.M.C.A., Boy's. Club, the 
existing Youth organizations. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me. 
Boy's Club and existing Youth organizations. 

DR. DOWD: Y.M.C.A. executive. 

They are meeting now, their 
teens council,, the Boy's. Club as I say --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is the 
Boy's Club? 

DR., DOWD: , The’ Boys. Club 7a. 
a national organization that undertakes a program, 
and there is two clubs in Moncton, and people they 
have in other areas. 

They are very much concerned 
and they are looking for advice as we are, as well. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What other 
organizations are represented on the committee? 

DR. DOWD: The Public 
Department of Health, their alcoholism and social 
services branch, the district mental health officers, 
the Moncton and District Medical Society, Board of 
Directors of the Moncton Hospital, the medical 
staff. representative from the Moncton Hospital, 
the service clubs, Kiwanis Club which I am 
affiliated with, which is why I am in this, their 
Operation Drug Alert, several individuals privately. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Who would 
they be? I don't mean the names, but I mean what 


kind ~-+- 


DR. DOWD: People who are 
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generally concerned about youth. 

THE CHAIRMAN: These would 
be adults? 

DR. DOWD: “Adults. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Adults. 

DR. DOWD: These same people 
you will find in many organizations. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

DR. DOWD: One thing I 
would like to add right now is that we have no 
youth representatives. 

THE CHAIRMAN: That was the 
tendency of my questioning. 

DR, DOWD: The adirrireulty a 
getting youth organizations to be represented, and 
I don't necessarily mean drug users, or people 
who are working only in drugs, but just attitudes 
of youth in general, but we think by approaching 
the schools themselves, students' councils, asking 
them to meet with us, and talk with us, there is 
a great deal of red tape in getting this commission 
to go into a school and do this type of thing. 

You cannot walk in, and walk 
around the school and ask opinions without getting 
permission from the various authorities. 

Getting reliable statistics 
of attitudes of youth, or incidents of drug 
experience without getting permission from the 
proper authorities is coming, but we understand 


that this is going to be taking place soon. 
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SO as Iivsay ,wwer are? stiide an 
a great deal of confusion as to information, 
experience, and just how we are going to go about 
doing something. 

Now the drug information 
centre that Reverend Boden, he is on this committee, 
and he is chairman of this particular group, and as 
I say , he will come up with some ideas and 
presentations on this. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The drug 
information centre is represented on the committee? 

DR. DOWD: Yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I noticed 
earlier this morning, someone was speaking about 
the development of a centre. — Perhaps that was 
the drug education centre. That was that type 
SLebhagic, 

It is what we had come to 
call -- regarded as individual services. We are 
quite impressed by this development, and I wanted 
to ask you, would a committee of your kind, would 
your committee be, do you think, receptive or 
supportive for the development of these, what 
we call,innovative services, drop-in centres, which 
are generally establishments run by young people. 

They are not necessarily so 
formalized, you know, transient budgets and 
so on, but they seem to be doing very good work. 


Would your committee be 


supportive of that kind of thing? 
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DR. DOWD: Most definitely, 
if it indicates that it can be controlled from 
this area. 

Talking to a lot of people 
who are not too cognizant of the drug problem, and 
don't really recognize it as being a great problem, 
they don't go along with this too much, they are 
very apprehenseive. But again, it is basically a fear 
as to what tie bengoing om there plande fu tis 
indicated that this will be a place where people 
can get information as well as help, they are 
more receptive to it. 

We realize this has been tried 
in many areas, and it has a great9at success, and 
it has worked. But getting the resources in 
Moncton is going to be different than getting it 
inj,» say ,dToronte) or Hakifax. 

And Reverend Boden has 
talked to a great many students and youth in the 
drug field, using it, and we have talked \to 
several, and several have talked to me, and it is 
moving very slowly and we have to be sure we 
learn as much as we can before we can proceed 
without making the mistakes others have made, and 
we know that they have been made. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Boden? 
Reverend Boden, excuse me. 

REV. BODEN: I want to say 
in connection with what John is saying, that as 


far as my work, this aspect, we were prepared to 
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Start two weeks ago. I have got buildings that 
would be possible. One is an ideal location. 

I have voluntarily received 
a promise of help from at least seven social 
workers, psychologists, the medical branch, young 
doctors who would work voluntarily, people like 
myself. 

So far one lady phoned me 
up and said, "Reverend Boden, I don't have any 
patience with these kids at all, but I want to do 
something, and I am a secretary, and if you want to 
have somebody to type letters, I will do it." 

So, it's a complete cross- 
section. We have nurses and their husbands that 
have volunteered their services, and as John said, 
it is going terribly slow. 

And the problem I see, and 
in talking’ to. the kids’, is) ifthey ‘see: ‘the 
frustrations, like, for example, I am having, well, 
they say, "Nuts, society can't do it, the government 
can't do it, we'll do it on our own." 

And they are talking this way, on 
their own, and they are starting to organize and I 
am trying to be a mediator, and ‘say; "Look, Let's 
hang on and let's use your ideas and let's use our 
ideas, and let's get together", because I tlaizik to 
be totally effective there has to be a co-ordinated 
t, but. 1am afraid if we keep going at a snail's 


effor 


pace, it will not be, in fact, it won't dome. 


The kids will tend to do this 
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on their own. And we are worrying about criticism 
of this centre, but I could think of nothing 
in society that would be more open and ripe for 
Cif acd. Sm... 
I have been informed by Town 
Council we are just going to have another flop house, 
and this is the general feeling of the people, and 
we realize we are going into this as a menace to them. 
I am in a crucial place, 
because you, know, it) 4si 6a Crucigdedching, it “Gece 
thing that is all new, and people don't understand 
it, and we are bound to receive criticism, and we 
can’t let thisacriticism runsour organizatinone 
MR. CAMPBELL: Now, what 
would happen if in Moncton something that has 
happened in another number of cities occurred, and 
that is that a group of «people, not, likesyourselves, 
people without a professional or institutional 
base, but young people, many of them who have had 
a drug experience, organized, without direct super- 
vision from people like yourselves, a house where 
people or kids who had left home, couldsdropoim 
and stay for a few weeks, people on bad trips 
could go, not with people like yourselves around, 
but people like yourselves simply as resources 
that could be called upon if, in their judgment, 


you could play a useful role? 


Now, this type of innovation 


has taken place in some cities. What would your 


reaction be if something like this occurred 
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Spontaneously here? 

DR. DOWD: I was hoping that 
this would occur Spontaneously last fall, but it 
was only with a great deal of prodding that you 
would get feedback from people you would ask. 

You would ask students them- 
selves in the schools, listen, and find out what 
you. can do on your own, and you find out it just 
couldn't be done. Maybe it's just a matter of 
numbers «i. «I don't think ci t. aks: “financial ssuppere 
but I think it is basically ideas. 

Quite often we have worked 
with a student who is using drugs, or ea 
all of a sudden he has gone to Toronto and we have 
lost him, and we have tried to help him maybe for 
a few months, and he decides he is going to pack 
it up and he takes off, and we don't see him again. 

So some of our resource people 
that we have been trying to work with, have left, 
and if we could get them back and use their experience,, 
fine, but then we start working with another group 
coming up and it may take time, but as I say, 
quite often this is the case, they leave town. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Say they didn't 
leave town, but stayed around and did something like 
this. Would the community accept it? 

DR. DOWD: I think they would now. 
It is a great problem to convince the people this is 


needed right now. 
There is a great deal of 


apathy; but it is changing rapidly over the last 
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month or so, and the press has been useful on that 
in at least making the people aware of it, and I 
donryiethinit pisk +s irresponsible, and I don't think 
it is sensational, and all of a sudden, as I say, 
we came to recognize that there is a drug problem 
there. 

MR. CAMPBELL: = Now if a 
number of young people were having that problem, 
and were reluctant to approach the hospitals, what 
steps have the hospitals taken on this situation, 
what special facilities exist at the present time? 

DR. DOWD: The hospital and 
medical staff at the hospital has stated that when 
a medical problem results from use of a drug, they 

admit them to 
will now be able,within limits, to/the psychiatric 
wing of the hospital. 

Up until recently they were 
taking them to the outpatient department, and just 
letting them sit there till morning, because the 
facilities in the psychiatric ward are rather 
limited, and they are overcrowded, and we have 
one case where they had to wait forty-eight hours. 

TE Pea ee even urgent, as 
Dr. Delaney said earlier, you have to wait six 
months to get into this, so as I Say, we are 
limited in our scope as to what we can do with 
facilities that are available. 

MR. CAMPBELL: What about 
Are there people in the outpatient 


personnel? 


department who have received special training or 
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instructions to take Special care of those who 
are using the drugs on the streets, and is there 
treatment that can be used in the case of a freak- 
out? 

DR. DOWD: As far as here 
in Moncton, I don't think anyone anywhere has 
received special training. Some have received some 
experience and done some reading, but as far as 
social workers or psychologists having special 
training, or attending any seminar, I am not 
aware of it. 

MR. CAMPBELL: One other 
question: Is it the case that if a young person 
in Moncton having a bad experience could go to 
the hospital without having any fear that the 
drug aspect of the case would be reported to the 
police? 

DR. DOWD: That would depend 
on the doctor they would contact. 

The R.C.M.P.'s back door is in 
the front of the hospital, the barracks, and 
I think this is probably one of the chief reasons 
that the hospital will havevatound , because of its 
proximity, but I think that a person on a bad 
trip who will contact a doctor, that would be 
up to the doctor's discretion as to what he is 
going to do, and we do have sympathetic medical 


people working on this as well.

In Montreal, in October, in seae. 
of our hearings, we had a brief presented “Coe by, 
the Medical Association, and the president of the 
Canadian Medical Association was there, and we 
questioned him about this more specifically, -asece 
whether it would be against medical ethics or not, 
to reveal the name of a person to the police, who 
is coming for treatment, and is in urgent need of 
medical help, and he stated that it would be 
against medical ethics to do this. 

So, this is a rather officicon 
statement then; that the Canadian Medical Association 
is on record as having stated that a medical man 
who reveals to the police the identity of a person 
who is in urgent need of medical help, is acting 
against the ethical principles of his profession. 

There are two exceptions; 
gun-shot wounds, that, and child syndrome. You were 


possible aware of this fact. 


DR. DOWN: Well ,” I think” tna es 


felt here in Moncton by our medical profession. 


Some of them encounter a few 


cases, and are asked to bring in a few cases. 
Others receive more. But again, 
it is up to the individual, and I don't think anyone 
would run to the police and tell them what is happening. 
But on the other hand, if too 


many cases kept coming to him for the particular 


situation as seen, I think that they would probably 


feel obliged to let the police know, if they don't 
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DR. LEHMANN: It is a matter 
of personal ethics then, Superceding professional 
ethics? 

DR. eDOWNwh«Indon'ththink 
they would reveal names, but I know in several 
instances they did receive medical attention and 
the itinerary became a little more heated, as far 
as investigation, and general surveillance. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Gengleman at 
the microphone? 

THE .PUBLI€: AsSaiey LFeadhealtn 
clinic were set up for a person if they have a bad 
trip, to go to, what guarantee is there that people 
could go there in secrecy, or in confidence? 

DR. DOWN: This is something 
that I have been trying to guarantee myself, that 
you will not be harassed, but by the same token, 
private citizens feel that that may be the place where 
the pushers can hang around, sure of a buy, so there 


are two sides to the question. 


But Ipethink that both dthe ke Grr: 
and the City Police have indicated that they want some 


assistance. People in general are asking the City 


Police what to do, where can they get information, 
and they say, "Go see your doctor". Well, the doctor 


can talk to them but there is need for more direct 


contact with the social aspect of the problem, rather 


than just addiction. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, Reverend Boden? 
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REV. BODEN: T think 
something I want to state, is that if T am involved, 
and I am not bragging, but I am making the assumption 
that I am perhaps involved in contacting more kids 
in this city, I would be a logical place for the 
police, because I am everywhere. in this city, ane 
in fact I even have a problem with my own young 
people from the church, and adults see me and look 
at the kid and wonder if he is on drugs. 

But J think one, thing 1s tha 
education is going on in the hospital,,.and Dr. 
(Urdway) the Social. Administrator has let me 
bring, in on four occasions kids who are drug users, 
and this has been with the psychiatric ward, with 
the outpatients,with the student nurses, in which 
it has been myself and these kids and maybe one 
or two kids on this staff, and this has been a 
really profitable thing, so that now the outpatient 
department is at least equipped somewhat to at 
least better know how to handle it. 

And secondly, I don't think 
the police are going to harass -- I have probably 
got a lot of information that they could ask, and 
there has never once been a suggestion of saying 
"Look, you know this guy, is he pushing , or where 
is he, or is he in town, or was he here?" 

And they have never once 
contacted me on this. In fact, I have gone to 
them to inform them -- I shouldn't say "inform" 


but I have talked to them, so that they will know 
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my role and my relationship and they have been 
encouraged and in some instances they recommended 
kids talk to me about it. 

On the other one, the problem 
the hospital has is not contacting the police or 
doctors, the problem I have had is in taking the 
kid there, because the hospital says, "Look, we 
have got to contact the parents," and this is one 
of the problems that the kids have, because they 
don't want mom and dad to know. 

Now this is where this drug 
aid centre has to have a follow-up centre. Say, the 
kid ee ee and I am with him until tomorrow 
afternoon. OK, 1, det him ,offsthe trip Janae 
I say what is my responsibility to the parents, 
especially at the hospital, especially if the parents 
didn’t. know, .1f the, kid «died. 

TE the kid died. iin, my cara 
You know, I could be really messed up, and this is 
a serious thing. What contact we have with the 
parents, and this is where I think again, getting 
back to the mental health clinic or social workers. 
They would be involved in a follow-up program. 

Maybe in some cases I should 
go to the parents, but maybe other times you should 
have someone else, and say, "Look, Johnnie has been 


on drugs," and after the parents blow their minds 


for a half hour you keep talking and come to a 


rational conclusion. 


So I think the problem is not 
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contacting the police, but contacting the parents. 

MR. STEIN: I have a point 
that might be useful to just tell you about; that 
one of the methods that was used to deal with this 
in Vancouver, between the service thet developed 
there and the Children's Aid Department, was to 
arrange an informal kind of a contact, in which 
there was an understanding. The"authorities" had 
been contacted, but they were not making any 
official kind of moves for a period of seventy-two 
hours, which does not in any way ultimately solve 
the problem. But there was an effort,on an interim 
basis, to try and deal with the problem of protecting 
an individual like yourself, who is generally 
trying to help the youngster, and at the same time 
not avoid entirely the question of how to deal with 
the responsibility to the family. 

We have been made aware of 
this kind ef problem, andidkithink the greatest 
guestion about the whole nature of the statutes 
that we presently have to protect the children 
who are runaways, and especially when they are 
willing to seek out help, as you have indicated, from 
traditional sources, and we have a way of reaching 
them and communicating with them. 


It might be useful to have 


a Children's Aid Department, presumably to see 


informal ‘ 
if some kind ‘of /understanding can be worked out. 


REV. BODEN: These problems 


to me are not big. They exist, but it is-a matter 
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of how the hospital faces it. 

A Teotvefrit is red tape. They 
have to fill out those forms. And the last time 
I was in with a kid, the administrator came down 
and everything.okay, we got a bed, and bang they 
are right through. And then the Signing of papers 
and all of this came later. 

But before "What is your name; 
why did you take it; where do you live; where are 
you working?" and the kid would just blow his 
mind, as I do, and I am straight, and this just 
frustrates me. 

And another thing, I am 


nearly finished, because you men look like you 


might be hungry -- I mean you don't look that way, 
but -- another thing is different areas of 
representation, the doctor's relationship to 


the kids and to the family %- but I guess we 
can. go into that this afternoon. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
Yes, I would like to mention 
that we have to go to the University of Moncton 
at noon, for an informal hearing there, and we 
will resume here at 2:30, and I am wondering, Dr. 
Dowd, since you have quite a community perspective 
on this thing as well, whether it would inconvenience 
you if you could come back this afternoon?

THE CHAIRMAN: Now, Dr. Dowd, 
would you like to resume your place at the table, 
please?

And Mr. Tibbeck wauld like 
to make a further statement to us. 

MR. TIBBETT: Mr. Chairman, 
it seemed from what I said this morning, that 
there wasn't too high a percentage here. I don't 
know the percentage in this building, I only know 
personally by name, I would say, eight people who 
are taking drugs, and I know two pushers. 

I seem to have made a false 
idea that there wasn't any drugs in this school. 

I don't know, also, whether a person, and I don't 
know whether you could answer the question, whether 
a person can succeed in school and still be on 
drugs. 

The ones that were on drugs 
that I knew of, have generally left. 

Now I hope that your Commission 
will somewhere tell me whether a fellow could still 
Stay on drugs and do well. 

MR. STEIN: I don't think 
it is possible to give any indication in any 
detailed way, in response to that, and as the 
Chairman points out quite often we are not a panel 


to provide information, but I can't resist making 
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One observation. 

When we were in Vancouver, 
there was a survey done in the high school there 
which was submitted to us, and the results of that 
Survey which were one specific high school in a 
suburban area indicated that those individuals who 
replied to the survey, and said they were using 
drugs, appeared to be better than average students. 

Now, I am not suggesting at 
all, that this is a situation that is representative, 
but I think that this is a question that we certainly 
have been examining, and are interested in anyone 
else's view in the effect of drugs in this area.

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 

Mie. Tibbett 

IDG - 
Dowd I have just forgotten where we were, and I 
wonder if we gave you an opportunity to conclude 
your own submission on behalf of the committee? 

DR.) DOWDs3 tb had ipretty, 
well concluded, but there were several questions 
you were addressing to me, on the community scope. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

MR. CAMPBELL: I wonder, Dr. 
Dowd, are you aware of any trends in the pattern 
of drug use in the community, the types of drugs 


that are used, or do you have any feelings from 
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your own knowledge of various drugs being selected 
by rather specific populations for instance? 

The thing, that I, have.in mind 
is,> for, instance,idin,eletis say the Toronto area, 
it was suggested there that drugs like speed were 
used more heavily by populations that were already 
depressed. 

A suggestion was made, that 
in some urban high schools where there is rather 
high levels of speed use, that this is indicative 
of an almost epidemic level of depression in the 
students in those schools, sense of powerlessness. 

It was suggested to us, that 
other drugs attract other populations. Do you have 
any feelings on this, any sense on this? 

DR; DOWD:s. As. far as. trends: as 
to what drugs and what type of people will take them, 
we cannot say, with any definite thing. 

But. Late: diast Lalla tiwas 
apparent that marijuana was in very good supply. 
Lately, it. is. our. opinion. that. it doesn! t, seem, to 
be that,.easy to obtain, for the past several months. 

LSD seems to be readily 
italiane’ aie that are seeking it, and have 
been for some time. The quality of the LSD is in 
question. 

Analyzing samples has been 
difficult because the local hospital has only 
recently obtained equipment, and the facilities 


for doing it, and I don't know if they have used 
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it or not. The only laboratory in this area has 
been the R.C.M.P. lab in Sackville, and the 
analytical samples that we send in have to be 
done through police forces, and there has been 
only several cases where it has been done. 

Suc tne fact” LSD" 1s“ aroung. 
the kids will tell us they are very doubtful of 
its quality. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Has it been 
the plan of the hospital to analyze street samples? 

DR. DOWD: As of two weeks 
ago they can tell now what is in the sample. They 
may not have a quantitative analysis, but they 
can tell us if there is impurities in the sample, 
and what they are. 

MR. CAMPBELL: The suggestion 
was made, in the Halifax hearing, and elsewhere, I 
think, that it would be a wise policy for the 
Federal Government to establish a network of 
regional labs that would systematically analyze 
street samples and advise practitioners at the 
hospital of the particular ingredients. 

Would this strike you as 
something that would assist Youyin your practice? 

DR. DOWD: This would be 
important to the doctors, because when someone 
would@ come in on a bad trip they would probably 
have taken a multiple dosage. If they had taken 
LSD they might be able to treat, but if there 


has been impurities, or various things thrown into 
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the samples that they have, they are not sure 
what they can do. 

In other words, is the reaction 
they are having as a result!of«LSDy the partyrcular 
drug reaction? The psychotic reaction can be 
from a number of things)» but what sishdoingert me 
not*found in many cases: 

MR. CAMPBELL: Of the ones 
that present themselves at the hospital, roughly 
what proportion of these are you able to discharge, 
say, within twenty-four, thirty-six hours? 

DR. DOWD: I can't answer 
that, because I am not a medical doctor. I ama 
dentist. 

The people admitted to the 
hospital, I don't think have Been thatvereatta 
number. But essentially, from what I understand, 
the treatment right now has been to:let) them come 
down off their trip, and send'them*home: 

Because again, they have to 
contact parents, and the parents will come and 
get them, and in one case, the parent said he would 
wait until morning to get#him: 

MR. CAMPBELL: Now, through 
the service organizations you belong to, with the 
group you practice; and you are presumably in contact 
with a large number of people in’ Moncten;recould. you 
tell me something about the, let's say, the mood 


of citizens of this city, with respect to drugs? 


What are they feeling; 
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what are they thinking? Are they worried? How? 

DR. DOWD: Until there /T.v. 
program on about a month ago, there was a very 
limited amount of knowledge about it. 

THe publ Nas: Mob. © wey, 
recognized there is a problem, or indeed we cannot 
Say exactly how many numbers are either users or 
have used it, and when the problem comes up, what 
is a drug problem? This is something we are 
working on as well, to try to come up with the 
numbers, so that we can deal with specific individuals 
and talk to them, so that we can relate this to 
a group, if possible. 

But as far as this drug 
information centre, we have talked about that, and 
T have been speaking to different groups, individuals 
on thres, “co inform them, but they are very’ appre- 
hensive about uses aoe such a centre because 
in some cases it is pure apathy. In others it is 
fear of not being ‘able to control this centre, and 
what is going to happen around it, and we are 
hampered by a lack of knowledge that has gone on 
in other places;when we hear of places in Halifax 
and Toronto we try to learn from them, but the 
package can not be put into Moncton without picking 
up the resources that we have here, and in relying 
upon them. 

But generally, the public 
now knows that there must be a drug problem, because 


there is so much talk about it,’ but there are quite 
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a few who won't recognize it. 

MR. CAMPBELL: When you use 
this phrase "drug problem", if you were to take 
the average middle-class individual of Moncton, 
and the phrase "drug problem" was used, what does 
"problem" mean, in this sense? 

Is it a problem simply, that 
aoaorug that 1s i Lilegad., is being used, or 
does "problem" have other connotations? 

DR. DOWD: That isa ditftreunte 
question to answer, but I would say inappropriate or/ 
and irresponsible use of the mood-changing drugs, 
is what we find. 

If you include alcohol, we 
haven't included that as such, but a great number 
say we should. But this particular mood-changing 
or mind-altering or hallucinogenic drug that has 
come into Moncton has appeared; it has been here 
with us for probably a year, but it has only been 
in the last six months where evidence of it came 
out in the open. 

Now criminal charges have 
been laid, and arrests have been made, and a 
general publicity given to it. So it, has been 
outstanding, as I say, it has only been in the 

several 


last / months where the public at large has 


become aware, 


Moncton indeed has become

The fact that high school 
students will use alcohol is not considered as a 
problemia* Theyfact that they even once tried 
marijuana is a problem. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Why is that 
distinction made? 

DR. DOWDs"AThat i don 
know. This is something -- as I say, we are only 
concerned about marijuana, or acid, versus alcohol. 
We can't understand that. We are trying to see 
that it is a total problem of all drugs, why the 
concern with this particular aspect is open to 
ao criticism at the various meetings that we 
have had, that some people put too much emphasis 
on this, when there is not that much of a problem, 

Alcohol has been with us for quite some time, 


and should be discussed more. 
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1 

I really can't,.answer that, 
2 why.

MR. CAMPBELL: Let me just

26 seems slower than during the summer. 
27 | I would like to make a comment 
28 on that; that it is definitely’ slower during the - 
29 winter, because they can't get it, up: here;as 


quickly, and that LSD especially in this area is 
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a lot easier accessible than even marijuana, and 
when it comes down to different drugs like that, 

I think you will find that the main reason why 

you don't get too much support from the teenagers 
who are on it,and that, especially if they are 
still in the school, is because in the schools, 

and in other places, people, and adults in partioular, 
have -- and if they find out about these children 
having anything to do, or suspect that they have 
something to do with drugs, they are automatically, 
to use a local expression, they are "marked." 

To use Mr. Tibbett for example, 
he said over a P.A. system one day, that any 
person that he even suspected of using drugs, he 
didn't need any proof, would automatically never 
go to high school, never go to university, because 
he would never sign his consent form. 

And there are a lot of teenagers 
that would not get involved in this, who would like 
to get involved, because they don't want to lose 
out on things like a higher education, for example. 

Now I was wondering if there 
is anything that this committee could do to 


possibly change that,to open their minds to some of 


thie. 


The people who know most about 
it, are the ones who are on it and then come off. 

DR. DOWD: I can agree partially wilth 
that. A lot of people have their minds made up, 


and don't want to be confused by facts or opinions 
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coming from other sources, but on individual cases, 
I can say that for sure, but I know this is a 
general feeling that when we have a lot of people 
together and talking about drugs, with very few 
exceptions, no one wants to listen. 

THE “PUBLICS Thank’ Vou. 

PYwould “like "to“mention, Leen. 
on this form, the piece of paper that you get 
outside, it is on the Commission of Inquiry into the 
Non-Medical Use of Drugs, Eel it states exactly 
what the Commission is supposed to do; and it says 
here, "to inquire and recommend with respect to the 
ways or means by which the Federal Government can 
act, alone or in its relations with Governments at 
other levels, in the reduction of the dimensions of 
the problems involved in such use." 

Te doesn't say to discontinue 
use,*‘to"“stop the use, It says, and Iquote “reductigng 
of dimensions of the problems involved in such use." 
So in other words, problems, not stopping the drug 
use, but stopping the problems that drugs can 
evolve into, and I was sort of wondering, that if 
it is true that a lot of people say they should 
legalize marijuana instead of the other drugs, 
because I know a lot of people like myself, that 
say that if marijuana was legalized and a lot 
easier accessible, they would not go into any 
harder drugs like LSD for example, and I was Juse 
wondering if this Commission 1s put* together: co ury 


and solve the problems, and not the drug using, 
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what can they do? 


What can you do, to solve 
such »problem?,,,.Do you travel all over and get 
ideas from everybody, or what? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, we are 
using different methods of inquiry. At the present 
moment, we are, of course, conducting a public 
hearing. But we also have a lot of meetings with 
small groups, and individuals, and consult with 
people who have special knowledge in the various 
fields related to non-medical use of drugs, and 
quite a lot of reading, and by these various means 
we are trying to get together an understanding 
on the various aspects. 

As far as our recommendations 
are concerned, I think your definition of our task 
there, we of course have to consider what those 
words mean too. 

I think we have to identify 
the problems of this. We are invited to report 
on the extent of the use, the patterns,Of use, and 
the effects, and on cause and these related 
factors, social factors,,and it,gives)us.a very 
broad mandate on the relationship of this phenomena. 

But then we are to recommend, 
as you pointed out, to the Federal Government, and 
alone, or with other governments, to reduce dimensions 
of these problems, we must identify the problems. 

Now I think, quite frankly, 


that we are invited obviously to consider how far 
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non-medical use -- drug use is itself considered 
to be a problem. And I would be interested appropo 
of this, perhaps this will reduce the question. 
Recently in our hearings, the 
question has arisen about drug education; are we 
prepared -- we are emphasizing the importance of 
drug education, are we prepared to have the positive 
things -- there are positive things to be said about 
non-medical drug use, and are we prepared to look 
at the positive, as well as the negative? 
It is quite a serious question, 
and we have had quite a bit of response to it. 
Really, the question is, do 
we mean what we say, when we insist on the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, and all the facts, 
because some contend that there are some positive 
things to be said, and we have had a good deal of 
evidence on that, and assuming that there may be 
some positive things to be said, are we prepared 
to have them present it with equal time, so to 
speak, for instance, as the negative things in the 
various levels of the educational system. 
This is, we think, an important 
question, the collective responsibility, and I 
don't know how you feel about that, Dr. Dowd, does 
your committee have any philosophy there about 


drug education? 


DR. DOWD: As you mentioned 
there are a lot of positive statements made, but 


this is where we are in a quandry as to what is the 
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reliability of a test of some researcher who 
indicates it is non-addictive, and it is harm- 
less, We have to know whether his research is 
based on scientific facts and study, or ‘did he 
do a limited study, and have an opinion later 
on. And we aca /aows sometimes to take an opinion 
from statements of some individual.

opinions exactly like’/that. ‘Ts use ‘by itself, 

problem? 
once or twice a /° The harmful effect of the 
drug be it physical or psychological, or social, 
is hard for us to recognize; but we feel that 
in some cases we can recognize that those who 
have used those drugs and are using them now 
regularly, probably have done themselves harm. 

MR" STHCNS* Mu one* otter 
question that has been raised with us, is when 
you have some criteria to results, as to what 
harmful might mean, how do you determine when it 
is appropriate to use the criminal ‘law as a 
response to this, and when is it perhaps appropriate

"Now, you have a problem, and 
you,. because", let's say, "you are pushing drugs, 
should be dealt with by the law, and youynjuseE 
because you are just using the stuff should have a 
tadkato us| ert comeitoythis particular centre”, 
Gaievtype of thing. 

We cannot come to those conclusion 
yet, because we have not discussed that particular 
aspect. The chief problem.is,.organizational.. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Let me just 
go back a bit to this question the Chairman raised 
with you. And I am putting this question not only 
ton yougebutrete; the room. 

One aspect of drug use is 
something contrary to nature, perhaps a sub- 
jective effect, and there is a subjective element, 
and you get two positions put to you; the 
position that the use of cannabis, for instance, 
takes a person away from reality and eases his 
difficulties in coping with reality, and then 
a value judgment is made, well, this is a complicated 
world, we need to face reality straight on, have 
our wits about us, so to speak, or it is a good 


thing for the human being to face reality, to 
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1 

learn to cope with it, that this is good. There- 
2 

fore the use of cannabis is bad. 
3 

But then somebody else comes 

4 

along, and says, "Yeah,but by using psychoactive 
) 

drugs, I get an entirely different perspective 
6 

of reality, and I see things differently, and it 
7 

opens up a new dimension of experience, and since 
8 5 

it widens my experience it's good." Or they say, 
9 

"It lessens my tendency to aggression." 
10 ' 

Others have said, "It makes 

11 

me a more tolerant, or open person." Now these 
12 ‘ 

are all subjective issues. 
13 


Coming back to this question of 
drug education 
Ahat you are getting yourself involved in, people 
again say, "Look, tell the facts." 

Now do you feel that part of 
the facts that have been told are these various 
subjective judgments, or should the educators sort 
these out in some way, or should we present this 
whole spectrum? 

DR. DOWD: I think pretty near 
every organization that has a pamphlet on this - 
thing, I have seen probably a dozen now, do have 
an opinion based on their guidance as to whether 
you should use it, or not use Lah 

And practically all of them 
advocate that you not use it. 

I have seen a couple that 
advocate use of these drugs, and that have said 


it is good for you, but we are not convinced that 
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enough research work has been done On, s Sai, 
marijuana to make us decide ourselves that, well, 
maybe we should use it. 

We are not prepared to go out 
and advocate’ its use. 

MR. CAMPBELL: My question is, 
would you present this contrary opinion to the 
young people? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Would it 
involve any statement of what you think should be 
doney or notedonet? Lids gust eequestionnct 
information. 

Should we present the whole 
of the information? 

MRe DOWD: w Well, I thank that 
would be next to impossible, because just to present 
asfact, or pharmacologicalaorephysiologicadatace 
on a drug, the question then comes to you, if you 
are in the’ position of telling someone who is asking 
youseanpartieular questionne-r 

THE CHAIRMAN: You are placing 
great emphasis on research and we hear this 
frequently, that we don't know enough, and do more 
research, and give us more information. 

So the assumption underlying 
that is what we are talking about are facts. Now, 
is drug education to be understood as a presentation 
of facts to informed choice, or is it to be understood 


as partly that, and also a presentation of a certain 


point of view or value judgment of drug use? 
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I am not expressing a personal 
point of view at the moment, but what we are 


trying to find out is, what are the assumptions 
underlying each individual, that there be this 
—- more research, more information, more facts. 

Are we really talking about 
the present case, not all the facts that are 
relevant in a significant presentation? 

Thiseis in part,lanview that 
we want to express on the whole thing. I am not 
implying that we exclude that necessarily, although 
there is a point of view that we should not make 
value judgment, but that is another issue of 
educational laws. 

DR. LEHMANN: If I-may add 
one thing --- 

DRso DOWDih Tocanriagreesthat 
perhaps we should make a value judgment when the 
facts, as such, are being presented. 

But with the experience we 
have had just in presenting facts, you then get 
the question on value judgments. 

DR. LEHMANN:... But af in 
addition to, or quite apart from making value 
judgments, and presenting the facts that are 


known, there are certain facts that are well 


established. 


Not very many, but some are, 
that there will always be the desire, the question 


about value judgments, and that is something 
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in between a whole armof the important facts 
which are subjective, or perhaps may never become 
definite in an objective fashion. It may be 
that they are never established definitely, yet 
there is a good deal of circumstancial evidence 
that they are there. 
Will you talk about these 
things, or will you then say, "No, as long as 
they are not definitely established we will leave it 
out",even if this may be a whole area, and an important 
human area that can never be definitely determined. 
THE PUBLIC: Excuse me, 
Mr. Chairman, may I be allowed to make a few 
points? 
I wonder, you said first 
of all, a few moments ago, with the drug question 
a lot of people do take drugs and no one knows the 
reason why. I would like to put forward the fact 
if you ask, and the reason they are on drugs, the 
reason they take them is, they feel important. 
They actually find themselves, 
at least they think they find themselves, and it 
is this feeling that they want. They are just 
not sure of themselves when they are not on drugs, 
OK? 
And secondly, I have noticed 
all through Canada now, there seems to be a big 
craze, and everyone seems to want to talk about 


the drug problem, but no one seems to be doing 
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For instance, in Moncton 
we had that drug thing on television for half 
an hour, or an hour, or whatever, and three 
weeks later in the NEWB ORBELTCLeCHEES Jones makes 
a startling discovery that there is a drug prob- 
lem in Moncton. 

I mean, he is a little bit 
laté.. He is a good two and a half years late, 
and everyone seems to be making the same thing. 

Mr. Tibbet, when I first 
came in, was mentioning that he knows possibly 
eight people in this sehool. Well if you go to 
anybody, and I don't care who it is in this 
school, the smallest person or the biggest person, 
to almost any of the teachers, you ask them. I 
don't think any person will quote less than thirty 
percent of the kids in’ the school that have -- are 
on drugs, or have at least tried it. 

Take my class for instance, 
we had a class discussion about it, and we think 
sixty -- sixty, seventy percent of the students 
have at least tried drugs at one time. 

But the drug question, with 
everybody talking about it is just getting more 
people interested, more people curious, and that's 


where you get the young people coming into the 


drug situation. 


Instead of talking so much, 


why don't people get Ofmethéir fat --cF head 


better stop -- and get to work and do something. 
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MR STEIN® Do “what? 

DR. DOWD: You tell us what 
to do. What do you do? 

THE’ PUBLIC: I° think basically 
so far we have had a lot of talking ,*but-vigne 
now I think restrictions on the people on the whole, 
let's say the teenagers,who are on drugs Lhoftaipe 
lifted. 

In other words, don't make 
them -- don't threaten them when anything comes 
up. Let them come out, let them speak their piece, 
and let them try to help. 

For instance, the different 
groups in Toronto, organized head, traffic, the 
different groups. And they are keeping a lot of 
people off drugs and out of danger, and out of 
the problems. Not by talking, but by getting 
people who know what they are doing, who have been 
on drugs and have come off, or are still on drugs, 
to get in and try to help people. 

Like almost an Alcoholics 
Anonymous, but Drug Anonymous, I don't care what 
you call it. Somebody has got to do something. 

It's quite bad in our area 
now. You can't walk down our Mall now, without 
watching somebody freaking out right in the middle 
of the Mall and that is getting pretty bad. 

DR. DOWD: You mentioned one 
organization, organized heads. The fact: that: it 


exists, we have enquired as to whether this was 
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an approach to make. 

The basis of that organization 
is ex-drug users, people who are knowledgeable and 
experienced in this thing working with people, 
basically helping them come down off a high, gracefully 
without crashing fantastically. 

Is it working? This is some- 
thing that we want to find out. 

THE PUBLIC: Yes. 

DR. DOWD: If it works we 
will do it, or .at least try,it. But we haven't had 
any people who work at this type of thing, and with 
the knowledge available we can't do it. And if we 
found it had a negative effect, and doesn't work 
at all then we wouldn't consider it. 

THE PUBLIC: I would like to 
say right now it is definitely working. 

You: take the people -- I 
forget exactly the figures, but I think there are 
only sixteen to twenty-five people in this organization 
and the amount of people that they have got on 
record that they have either got off drugs, or kept 
them at least from crashing off the high, like 
dropping down easily, which can be quite harmful, 


crashing, it is unbelieveable some of the figures 


they have. 


Iewasiup in Toronto during 
the Christmas holidays for a while, and a few of 
my friends are in the organized head, and they 


told me about it, and they showed me the figures 
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and books, and they tried to get me interested, 
and I was really amazed how much they have done. 
And it's really amazing for a group that hasn't 
got hardly any backing at all. 

Now they are starting to get 
backing from the Metropolitan Police, and everything. 
But it is about time. They have been going for 
about a year and a half, or two years now, and 
they have done a heck of a lot of good things, and 
now they are starting now to get the backing that 
they should have had at first. 

DR. DOWD: But if it works 
in Toronto, it doesn't necessarily mean it will 
work in Moncton. 

THE PUBLIC: We are. never 
going to find out untihiwejtry it. 

DR. DOWD: No, we have to 
study it first. We just don't do it without some 
organization behind it. 

THE PUBLIC: While you are 
studying, the more people that crash down, the 
more people are going to be hurt, and what is this 
Commission. for, other than to find out what is 
going to happen. 

If you find out what is 
going to happen, what is allsathis«talking: about, 
trying to find out. Try bte¢ 


DR. DOWD: Who is going to 


doelt? 


THE PUBLIC: The people. 
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Once the restrictions are off the people, then the 
people themselves will, the teenagers themselves, 
will volunteer. I myself will volunteer to head 
the: thing. 

Pidon tiwant te-tahkkralikemy 
brie, oh iwant something done. 

DR. DOWD: I agree with you, 
but we do have to have some organization, and study. 
Because this is the problem we run into. 

We talk to youth who used drugs, 
or are interested in this, or involved in the scene 
and very eager to get going and do something, and 
you talk to another ‘group. — 
that is completely apathetic, and doesn't want to 
do anything. 

This is just as much a feeling 
by some people, and between the two of them we 
have to get together. 

THE PUBLIC: I agree with that, 
but I think the main thing that is keeping these 
teenagers,as I said many times, from trying to do 
things is the restrictions put on by the establishment. 
They can't do a thing. 

As soon as you walk forth and 
start talking about it, or try to do something about 
it, all of a sudden your name appears in the police 
department, and all of a sudden everybody in the 
city finds out that you are interested in drugs, 


therefore automatically you are on drugs. 


And as I said before, you can't 
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do anything, you can't Gquityv school, "you “cane 
do anything, especially adults. 

DR. LEHMANN: How would you 
be harassed. 

THE’ PUBLIC: “Por instance, 
as I said before, Mr. Tibbett, Anybody he even 
suspects, he doesn't have to know it, they are out 
of high school, “that's what he said) and “I quote. 

Also the police department. 
A friend of mine, I won't mention any names, he 
went down and he wanted to find out about this 
drug problem and he went to the police department 
to find out about it, and when he left they had 
him searched, and the whole bit, tried to find 
drugs. D 

Anybody who walks down the 

street, a adult talks to him anymore, because just 
about everybody knows him. 

Take people with long Kage 
If you walk down the street and see some ay with 
hair down to his waist or something, you are not 
going to walk by and say, "Hello, how are you?" 
You are going to snub him -- not you personally, 
but adults in general. 

So what if a person takes 
marijuana? At least they are trying to help out, 
ae they are going to help out and they should be 
respected for their, at-least attempts. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at 


the microphone. 
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I will bring up a different LopieG on this. 

L.weagd an arkiclée 1n- Times tae 
other day, and my teacher asked me to bring. ai 
forward, that a person only nine hours old died 
and was really deformed, you know? 

I think articles like this 
kind of turn kids away from drugs, and I was 
wondering what you gentlemen thought of it. This 
child was very deformed from head to foot, and all 
internal organs were gone. 

The article said there were 
no hereditary problems, that three years beforehand 
both adults had taken LSD. 

Do you think the facts of this 
would scare children #0 teenagers from taking 
drugs? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, you would 
be a better witness to that than I would. 

What is your opinion? 

THE PUBLIC: Well, personally, 
the fact scares me if I get married,and say, I have 
taken drugs, and my children were deformed. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, that is 
‘a medical question, yes. 

Well, we will do our best to 
report on the evidence that exists on that question 
and others concerning LSD, but I am not going to 


express an opinion here in public today. 


If I know what you are referring 
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to, you are referring to the alleged effect on 
Ghencetus -.of asp. 

And assume there was sufficient 
evidence of this,certainly to warrant reasonable 
caution and concern, that would have to be presented, 
wouldn't it, as part of drug education? 

THE PUBLIC: “Yes: sim. 

THE CHAIRMAN: And you feel 
it would have the effect of deterring the use, 
dissuading young people from using LSD. 

THE: PUBLIC: . Yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think it seems 
logical. But what you are saying as a particular 
interest, as far as I am concerned, I mean I would 
think that is logical, but young people are concerned 
about the children, or the children they will have. 

THE PUBLICze Mes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: This is an 
important thing. We are now dealing with an attitude 
toward the future, which is one of indifference. 

THE PUBLIC: | Well, Diam not 
sure, but do you think the facts of this are pretty 
well hidden. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, I don't 
know just how drug education, the different teachers, 
is different and vary as to what their philosophy 
is, but that would be an. important fact, and from 
all the statements we have heard across the country 


there is a great insistence on the importance of 


truthful drug education. 
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I mean, I can't -- I don't 
know, my colleagues can correct me, but at the 
moment I cannot recall any Significant expression 
Of opinion. 

By that, I mean quantitatively 
Significant, if any at all, against drug education 
as such. 

Aor right on trace 

If we can review our record 
on that, but I don't recall anybody Saying, "Look ,/ 
we shouldn't have drug education." 

Now there was one indication 
-- what the young gentleman said a moment ago -- 
what I thought I understood, and there was a 
suggestinn that publicity, or education, might 
create an unhealthy curiosity, and might aggravate 
the problem. I don't know if he meant to say that. 

That certainly has been a 
concern expressed in the past, but as I say, our 
impression is the people of Canada now want drug 
education, and they want truthful drug education, 
and it would have to include such facts. 

But the other question of 
course we were pursuing, that concerns us, is, is 


it also to include strong prevalent statements 


about positive effect. 


I mean, after all when we 


are dealing in the realm of subjective effect we 


can only rely on the opinions of those that speak 


to us, can't we?

THE CHAIRMAN: Now if a lot 
of people say, and testify to a positive effect, 
do you feel that we are obliged in a truthful 
educational system, to report that? 

THEVEUBLIC: \Yes~6eixr 

THE CHAIRMAN: You have 
answered the question. 

THE VPUBLIG® «What ts your 
opinion? 

THE CHAIRMAN: We don't have 
any particular opinion. We can report what we 
have heard, we have heard a lot of criticism about 
existing drug education. We can report that, but 
you know it is very hard for us to generalize and 
say in effect that things are being suppressed. 

We are not in the classroom, 
do you know what I mean? But we have heard a 
general kind of criticiSm across the country, namely, |} 
drug education may appear to be somewhat biased 
and slanted in some directions; and secondly that 
it may rely too much on fear, and that this destroys 
credibility in some of us. Especially if the 
statements made are believed to be untrue as a 
result of experience, and I just report these 


impressions we have received. 


So that you see, maybe that 


bears on what you just asked me; if you are going 
to use a statement like that which is'a-very fear 


inducing statement, as you yourself state, that 
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perhaps you should be very jcareful rabout the state- 
ment of a precise scientific basis. 

Maybe it follows from that, 
because it may be in the category of the fear- 
producing statements we have heard about akn 
connection with other drugs. 

For example, it has been said 
certain statements’ 7 i hartjuana produce fear 
and it has been said to us to be found to be false, 
and this has destroyed credibility about statements 
on other drugs, and I guess the same passion would 
apply to that kind of statement, and one would 
have to try to be very sure about one's ground and 
be sure of what qualifications have to be stated. 

Would you agree with this? 

THEYPUBLIGws Yess 

DR. DOWD: Mr. Chairman I 
would like to get back to a question which Dr. 
Lehmann asked, concerning the objectivity versus 
the subjective approach. I think perhaps some 
people here might have an opinion on that concerning 
just exactly what our approach isptosthate 

OR oars; 
educational committee is Mr. Robert Maybee. 

MR. MAYBEE: We have sort 
of hassled this around at a number of meetings, 
and sometimes it becomes very frustrating because 
we are sort of batting our head against a brick 


wall, because everybody isothinkinghin different 


directions, and there are so many committees going 
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and they are all thinking in a different way, and 
we have some of our own general thoughts that not 
only should the teenagers become educated ,which 

a lot of them are,because they are involved in ist, 
but we feel that the problem lies in educating 

the adults, because they don't seem to want to 
face up to the fact that there is a serious problem. 

Now there might not be a 
serious problem, but I think we should prepare 
ourselves in case it does come about. 

Now part of the education 
should be -- we are going to have to identify it 
first, and then maybe teach them, or tell them 
what the different drugs do, what they are made 
of, how to treat them if somebody is on a trip 
with them, what medical views are on them, and 
then have some of the people who have been addicted 
to them come in and sort of explain it to them. 

Now this is general, and a 
lot is my own personal view and not that of the 
committee, but most of us feel this way, and I 
myself have been very frustrated because every time 
I go to turn around somebody else is turned the 
other way code iaane want to listen to you at 
add. 

And the youth are up in the 
air because they don't want to learn. I have 
had more youth approach? to learn about this 
problem,to do something about it, than I have 


places to put them, and I sure wish the adults 
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had the same opinion on it. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 
Mr. Maybee. 

Gentleman at the microphone. 

MR. CAMPBELL: I would like 
to raise two questions with you, to the extent 
that you feel competent to speak for your age range 
in Moncton. 

Quite frequently it has been 
put to us that there is a rather pervasive increasing 
pessimism about the future among people in the teen 
and twenty years, and certainly I have spoken to 
a large number who quite candidly feel that there 
is almost no possibility that they will be alive 
in five or ten years, indeed feel that there is 
little possibility that the human race will survive 
another five or ten years. 

They are deeply concerned with 
the question of the pollution, and other problems, 
and also with the widespread setse of powerlessness 
about their own ability, or ability of anyone else | 
I suppose, to cope with this type of problem. 

It is a negative aie eleeenels 
Is it your view that this is/widespread, or growing 
mood? 

I would like to hear your 
view on this, and I would also like to hear your 
view on what your classmates think about drugs, 


what they feel the social response should be. 


THE PUBLIC: Well I haven't 
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heard that much about the world coming to an end. 
I think that has existed for quite a while. 

The teenagers today, even the 
adults under twenty-one have really no say in world 
affairs, and I seem to think that a lot of adults 
seem to have an opinion that children are to be 
seen and not heard. 

And as far as my classmates 
on drugs, well I imagine I could say maybe a third 
of the class has tried them. The rest of them 
like to talk: about it, and I have had one or two 
girls say that they would like to try it, and asked 
me if I knew where they could get some. And yet 
they hear facts, and they don't want to take them. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Reverend Boden? 

REV: BODEN: « Ip just want to 
go back a minute -- if I am taking too much time 
and taking time away from other people, please 
shoot me down. I am used to that now. 

A couple of things I was 
thinking of, first we were talking about education 
and the possibility of kids in school finishing 
and graduating. 

It was rather interesting, 

I had an interview a few weeks ago -- an interview 
that appeared in the paper I guess last Saturday. 

I think most people in the city may have seen it -- 
with four kids which I had -- each one of those 
kids had graduated, one from Moncton here, maybe 


two from here, and another one is now in Technical 
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School, and will be teaching, and each one of them 
finished their high school program while they were 
tripping fairly regularly during their graduating 
year. 

And I think this is sometimes 
something maybe we don't want to see you know, and 
this may kind of connect with a lot of kids. 

I have talked to kids who have 
tripped every day, and have gone to school. They 
have tripped every morning. This isn't on acid, 
probably marijuana. 

Some of them on acid, I have 
talked to them, who have gone through a daze in 
school on acid, and have still completed their year. 
And I am not sure about the long-range outcome. 

I don't think it is as bad as sometimes you want 
te» thinks 

Youisee,nagdothef times inj 
educating where we don't want tosebertruthtulyis 
that by far the majority pecinuite that kids take 
are good trips, and kids are always getting bugged 
when we get up and speak about somebody jumping 


out of a window, and because our emphasis is always 


2 


on the bad trip. 


Sefintthis education -- I think 
we might have to educate in two areas, and not one 
education program. We could say a lot to a group 
of kids who are on drugs which would really communi - 
cate, but the straight kids wouldn't get a thing 


from it, and vice versa. 
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Now this young fellow got 
something from the possibility of LSD causing 
chromosome damage, but to a kid on drugs he generally 
thinks this is a bunch of bunk, even if this is 
proved. And I think we should look at a two-pronged 
attempt in educating the same as Alcoholics 
Anonymous is no good to me really, because I am not 
an alcoholic. The program doesn't interest me. 

I shouldn't say it doesn't 
interest me, but I thik yoi™knéwewhat®D mean ?>*1 
am’ net an-aleohnelic?s But’ te8an-alcohelie it is the 
greatest gift they have ever had, and I think this 
is something that perhaps the Commission could 
concern in some recommendations, that maybe 7two (Vie 
three-pronged thing on this. 

I don't think one program is 
going to be sufficient. 

And then another thing regarding 
alcohol, and I think this was referred to, you know, 
but we have to look at all these things together, 
the fact is, and from what I am told by the Department 
of “Health. ifi EHPs“enty; © that “if a*person takes 
"yx" amount of alcohol, shale is the size of 
myself, we don't know how much alcohol he takes, 
we can pretty well predict the results. 

ThEShis note Erue of drugs. ih 
fact, some I have spent the night in the hospital 
with, who thought they were infer -ESD  found*Lacer 
it was pretty well straight speed, and I think 


you can find statistics inthe ‘City YofToronto that 
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street samples are sixty-two percent that were 
taken off the street, were found to contain no 
LSD at all, which means -- I mean sixty-two 
percent contained LSD, and thirty-eight did not. 

And in this city, my feeling 
then, from what the kids tell me;icys ethat you 
have strychnine, speed and these kinds of things 
in it, and maybe no LSD at all. And these are 
some of the facts. 

But I am interested in this 
two-pronged educational attack. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What exactly 
is to be the difference between them? 

I mean, are. they not to 
contain the same information? Are they to contain 
additional information, as to be distinguished by 
a sort of general moral approach to the issue. 

REV. BODEN: That might be 
an education. I find that if I am speaking to 
a group of kids who I am pretty sure have all used 
drugs, I say things differently because -- well, 
O.K.| this is the ‘culture we are. talking about,too, 
and I think this is another important aspect of 
the drug world, that it is the culture involved, 
and it has its own language, its own jargon which 
a lot of straight kids don't understand. 

I used to sit at meetings and 
just bat my eyes at their terminology that was 
coming out of these kids, and I didn't understand 


it for a long time, until it finally started 
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filtering through my thick skull. 

I don't think the facts would 
basically have to be different,.but for,example, 
some of the films we have are great for kids who 
are straight, or for church groups.s: -But:to.show 
them to kids who have been on drugs and where you 
try to picture what astrip is»like.and everybody's 
trip is different, then a kid on drugs says, "That's 
crazy. I never had anything like that, and I never 
Saw my friends turning into doors, or anything 
like this." 

But for a kid who had not 
been on drugs, this might be a thing he could 
imagine. 

Buteds think also,.there. is 
honesty, and this comes into the area where they 
will talk about the good trips, and a lot of the 
adults don't want to hear about this. 

And as John said, I have seen 
guys who stood up with a glass of beer telling me 
how stupid it was for a kid to take marijuana, and 
it. doesn't ring truemto ithe, kids oneor to.maybe 
anyone else. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

Well Dr. Dowd, I have kept 
you a long time, and you have been very helpful. 
Thank you very much. 

The gentleman at the microphone. 


THE PUBLIC: Yes. There is 


one question that puzzles me. Let's say that 
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marijuana is legalized. 

We know now that alcohol, the 
only persons allowed to take alcohol legally, are 
people over the age of twenty-one in any place, 
unless the age has been brought down to eighteen, 
but I haven't heard of any place yet. 

Now if marijuana was taken out, 
what would be the age restriction on this. This 
is something that puzzles me, and I don't know 
if you people can help me. I am probably putting 
youron. the spot. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Assuming that 
it were to be taken off, would you recommend that 
there should be an age limit on: its availability? 

THE PUBLIC: D* think* possaply 
there should be an age limit, and I think possibly 
sixteen. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Why do you 
feel there should be an age limit? 

THE PUBLIC: Is he proposing 
overs or,.under sixteen?

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you.

Reverend Boden mentioned Alcoholics 
Anonymous, and I am an alcoholic, and I was on a 
trip for about fifteen years, and when the young 
chap was talking about LSD I thought that I could 
identify with him. 

Now I have my own opinion of 
course, and Alcoholics Anonymous gives us a 
program of recovery. Now they have been talking 
about, and around, the use and misuse of drugs, and 
I understand that there are people who want to 
get off of drugs, that have been on drugs, angwant 
te get..off, 

Now Alcoholics Anonymous has 
a program that works. We have a fifty percent 
recovery rate, twenty-five percent liquor after 
a particular time, and twenty-five percent no 
baci x: 

But you can give these people 
that want to get off the drugs a program of 
Be acs there lies the beginning. 

Now for myself, I believe that 
I am a victim of my disease. Now once I can start 
to work on the disease of alcohol I can get back 
to the basic, in. that LDwas emotionally, mentally 


immature to face life.

MR. STEIN: What is your view 
regarding the role of the law in relation to this 
problem? 

THE : PUBLIC: ; My i thoughts. on 
that are that it was important to me to be an 
economist when I first came into a program such 
as Alcoholics Anonymous, because I had to feel 
that I was doing this thing, and I wasn't being 
told, that«Ilmust,do.it. 

I was told that I could come 
in, and that there are no "musts". Now 1 Goch 
have a law looking down my neck, or if I ‘had to 
go to a church, back to the old established form 
of people telling me what I should and shouldn't 
do, I don't think I would have gone dips 

Now you can't pinhole a 
person and say, "Look, you have to identify as an 


alcoholic, like, or a drug addict .", -He+sdid bis 
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thing because he didn't understand, or couldn't 
come to grips with Life, 

Now to get back with this, 

I feel that you have to do the same thing.” Yeu 
have to do your thing your way with the people that 
understand You, and that as 4 adrug’ addict. Hemme 
the one who will help himself, and once he is 
helped he will feel a responsibility to help others 
in the same situation. 

MR. STEIN: One other question, 
and maybe it is not quite a fair question so feel 
free not to answer it. 

You have indicated that you 
personally had difficulty in using alcohol. What 
is your view about the general use of alcohol, or 
other drugs? Do you believe it is always an 
indication of some form of illness, or is. thas 
something to do with the individual's personality, 
and his own personal situation? 

THE PUBLIC: I believe that 
because of my background, that I was mentally an 
alcoholic before I took alcohol. 

Alcohol is socially accepted; 
marijuana, from what I have heard, is socially 
accepted as far as the people who are taking it 
are concerned. 

Could this, in their mands, 
make it right? I am not able to say that you 
must turn around and say, "No more alcohol, no 


more drugs." but there are going to be this certain 
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percentage from now and forever that are going: to 
find they have a dependence upon: drugs )s or; alcohol 
because of their inability to. face Lite: 

And those are the people that 
we have to help. If we start a program with the 
adults trying to find out their own inadequacies, 
their own inability to face life, and show them 
how to do this, then we are on the road to recovery 
for the young people. 

MR. STEING © Thank ‘you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

THE? PUBLIC: RL tats: neththekt 
I like to have myself heard, but there are a lot 
of people that are under the impression that if you 
start taking marijuana it will eventually lead you 
to take LSD, and after that eventually lead to 
taking heroin, or something stronger. 

Out of the fifteen kids that 
I have talked to, all of them are in favour to let 
go the chemicals, to go to marijuana, because they 
feel that they get satisfactorily high, or high 


enough that they have their trips. 


Now, a lot of them as far as 
they are concerned, they like to see the chemicals 
banned altogether. They can't see why these 


things ever came into existence. 


And this young chap I was 
talking about, for years, he told me himself that 
if he could put his hands on marijuana he would 


rather smoke marijuana than take chemicals. 
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And, I think out,of.the 
fifteen I have talked to, all these kids are in 
Eavour -of this. 

I am, myself, for the 
legalization of marijuana if this will help in 
this case, because myself,.chemicals, I think, 
from what has been said so far, is bad on the 
human body and therefore I think again, if marijuana 
was legalized it would probably solve the chemical 
problem.

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: There 
is one question that we could pretty well ask to 
the young people who are with us this afternoon. 

Do we feel that someone who 
has experienced marijuana is more likely to want 
to make other experiences with other drugs? What 
would you say on that? 

THE .PUBLIC :.~ I think «that Lt 
is more the prison lifg@with marijuana that leads 
to heroin. I recently attended a drug conference 
at Antigonish, and one of the speakers there said 
that more people went on heroin after they went 
through prison for the ingestion of marijuana before 
they ee actually gone to prison. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: I was 
not referring to that, especially. I think we 
are quite aware that it may not be. true, but I 
was asking if one who is ready to experience with 


something, let's say marijuana, would also be more 
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ready than another person, to try something else. 

That! is the only question !I 
am asking. 

THE: PUBLIC Well; Bnethimk 
if the supply of marijuana had been cut oft, and 
he had been using marijuana for quite a while, he 
would be more likely to go on to another drug. 

This operation that President 
Nixon initiated in the United States, I think it 
has led to quite a number of marijuana smokers 
going on to heroin, or LSD, or something like that 
because these intercept operations are really back- 
Een: 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: But then 
you are answering me that if one tries something 
else, it is because of the lack of the first 
substance. 

What I am really asking you, 
is would the fact of experiencing, would the real 
reason of wanting to make an experience be enough 


to try something else? 


OME PUBLIC: As far ac “tie 
fact goes, you have tasted the honey and you want 


to try some more in that manner. 


You take one drug, and you 
want to go to another, and maybe you don't. It 


depends on what experiences you have. 


PROFESSOR BERTRAND: You 
wouldn't say experimenting itself would be something 


that someone would look for? 
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Tao PUBLIC: Well at vou 
had agood experience from Marijuana, 1 don't think 
you would go on to another drug, whereas if you 
had a bad experience you might go on to another 
drug. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: That 
somebody had a good trip on marijuana? 

MR. Teeeanan Somebody made 
a statement that I said, and I would like to know 
what the statement was. 

THE CHAIRMAN: A statement 
was made by Mr. Tibbett and I would like to have the 
statement read. 

Could the 
statement be read back by our stenographers?

MR. emai No, but i 
would like to know. 

It seemed that someone told 
you that they wouldn't graduate; is that what they 
said, in so many words? 

I went up on the stand, and

I think that law has been 
amended somewhat. When I first made the announcement 
of that, I don't think you could leave this 


country, and I think I also eaid that,if it was. on 
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your record, if it was on the record, and you know 
and I know, and I don't know whether you know this, 
that no one joins the armed forces, no one joins 
the Mounties, and the Mounties come into my office 
at least once a month to check on SECULLLY:.
